On December 31, 19W* a message states that Sima was being transferred 
to the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the Department of Justice, a 
message dated January 8, 19&5 canoeists that Sira's new work would be very important 
to the M.G.B. and she would enter the work (probably meaning the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section) on February 25, l$h$» Thi3 me 3 sags indicates that she would 
wove to Washington, D. C.

Wohlforth of the Yconoaic Warfare Section, War Division, Department of Justice, 

Msw York Office , on Kay 2$, IJltf for the position of translator-research assistant. 
She entered on duty Jane 15, 19ii3 and served in the Economic Warfare Section* On 
December 1?, 19hU there appears a recommendation for her transfer to the position 
*f political analyst in the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the Department, 
Washington, D. C. with a potential assignment to natters dealing with tho British 
Xspire* The transfer was ordered on Deeeaber 20, l?ltU and wae to be effective 
January 16, 1 9U5* The transfer was actually effective on February 16, I9h$>. It 
was ascertained from the Department that Judith Coplon is the only employee of the 
fconcmie Warfare Section to ever be transferred to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section. 

It is to be noted that this subject was investigated by your Office 
(WF0 file 77-18^66) in the case entitled "Judith Coplon, Departmental Applicant, 
Political Analyst 1 *.

At 1:30 P.M. on January 14th, Supervisor Ken Delavigne of the 
Washington Field Office called to advise that subject COPLOH was en route 
to Hew York City via the .Pennsylvania Railroad coach train, surveilled by 
Yots Mendenhall and Dudley Payne. CCPLOH was described as 57 years of age, 
S’l" in height, 105 lbs, brown hair. She was dressed in black, dress and 
coat and wore a gray cone shaped hat. He stated CCPLOH ‘was going to visit 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. SAMUEL COPLOH, 178 Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn, tele- 
phone GE 8-1048. 

Mr. Delavigne stated,, however, that informants of the Washington 
Field Office stated that COPLON indicated she was going to see someone else 
prior to going to her parents’ hone. He requested a discreet spot check 
physical surveillance and stated that enphasis diould be placed on discretion 
in connection with the surveillance of this subject. 

On January lSthat 4:30 P.M. , ; I called. SA Wills of ( the Washington 
Field Office and advised that wo had picked up a very significant contact 
of hers during physical surveillance on the night of January 14th. I ex- 
plained that we were sending a teletype to the Washington Field and the 
Bureau that afternoon and in the teletype were indicating that we had 
dropped the surveillance on COPLOH in view of the importance of the contact, 
and In the interest of discretion.

On the afternoon. of January 20, 1949, I called Mr. B* Fletcher 
of the Bureau and related to him the activities of JUDITH C0PL0N from the 
tiae she and her conpanion, HAROLD P. SHAPIRO, arrived in New York at 4:45 pa 
on January 19. Y advised they went to the Hotel Taft, attenpted unsuccess- 
fully to register and then went to the Hotel Piccadilly, where he registered 
under his right name and address in Washington. They spent about an hour 
in his room and she left her luggage and purse while whey went to the Alps 
Restaurant and theCentury Theatre. They ireturned to the hotel and she 
waited in the lobby while he went to the room and got her luggage and purse. 
He took her home, remained about five. minutes and then came back to the 
hotel. Today, .January 20, she has been at home and just recently came out 
and is walking. 


1 advised Mr. Fletcher that we questioned the advisability of a 
continued surveillance of her. I told him that we had made>a confidential 
check of her effects and the effects of SHAPIRO during their absence From 
the hotel room; that her address- book reflected, numerous names and addresses 
which 'we are checking -and which we will advise the bureau further concerning 
by teletype. The diary contained 7 entries and they were furnished to Mr. 
Fletcher as set forth in the memorandum of SA T. S. Miller dated January 20. 

It was pointed out that all of the entries make sense and apparently are 
identified with her friends with the exception of the first entry on January 14, 
which makes no sense, -and the last entry, on February 18, 1949, which -likewise 
does not appear to be normal. January 14 was the day she met GUBITCREV. 1 
February 18 wjllibe the first Friday after one-month lapse from her meeting 
with GUBITCHEV and may possibly be a reminder of the next meet. 


1 advised’Mr. Fletcher that she ^resides in a Jewish neighborhood 
and a continued surveillance cay burn her. I advised him that we thought 
here that there was a. good possibility of possibly picking her up and GUBITCHEV 
at the time of their next meet, particularly if she Brings -some records up 
with her. Mr. Fletcher advised that he did not know what action the Depart- 
ment -was going to take as to severing her services; however, the Bureau. agreed 
that there might be a .possibility of taking action against her at the -time 
of the next contact -with GUBITCHEV. ,He advised that the Bureau is seriously 
considering this.

On the afternoon of February 14, 1949, i*poke-‘to Mr. I c~B. * — » 

Fletcher at the bureau to advise him that after several attempts on 
2/13/49 on the part of Judith Coplon’s mother to reach her in Washington 
by telephone, JUDITH called her mother at 10:30 pa on 2/13. During the 
conversation, she ‘advised her mother ;that she was coming to New York 
rCity on Friday, February 18th. I pointed out to Mr. Fletcher that this 
rwas the* same date as the suspected entry in the diary of JUDITH COPLON. 
During the conversation, JUDITH asked her mother if there were any messages 
for her and -her mother -told her she .had a letter from TRANS WORLD AIRLINES 
in Kansas City, Missouri. JUDITH appeared somewhat excited. and told her 
mother to cross out the address and remail the letter to her in Washington 
on February T4th. 


( Mr. Fletcher was advised that the Washington Field office had 
been notified of the ^forwarding of this letter In order that they might 
attempt to intercept it. The Washington Field office advised us at that 
time that JUDITH COPLON 1 had called someone indicating that she was coming 
up to New York on Friday, February 18th, and that. she. had to see someone 
before she went home and would not be home until about 9:00. pm. This 
appeared to be. a different call than the conversation between COPLON and 
her mother. 


In anticipation of -any necessary action in this matter, I suggested 
that the Bureau check with the State Department concerning the status of 
OJBICHSV. I advised that, according to the UN booklet we have here, he 
would* be subject to the laws of the United States but we < would like to make 
sure of the reaction on the part of the State Department. Relative to the 
Bureau’s letter to the Washington Field office advising of certain infor- 
mation concerning higi officials at AMTORG which had been fed to COPLON, 1 
advised Mr. Fletcher that It was our opinion that this was too short; that 
she could memorize* it and there would be -no, passage of documents. Mr. 
Fletcher advised that COPLON had access to .practically everything ‘in * the 
Department of Justice, including FBI reports, through the Records Section 
of the Department; -that the only thing she could not. call for were items 
specially classified. Consequently, the Bureau had 
she. might bring out with her.

I [further inquired whether the Bureau was- making up : a plan, of 
action in case COPLON came to New York; that we- did not want to get caught 
short the last minute trying to make up our mind3 what should 'be done in 
the event of a meet.

At;10s25 'pa °n February 18, 1949, 1 called- Night Super 
Sandall at the Bureau to advise him of the developments concerning the ■ 
meet between C0PIX5N and GUBITCHEV as follows; 

COPLON's train was 35 minutes late and arrived at Pennsylvania 
Station at 6:35 pm, thus putting COPLON under .pressure of time to -make the 
meet at 7:00 pa. She was first off the train and In such a hurry that 
she broke her heel strap. She checked her suitcase at a locker in Penn 
Station and immediately took the 8th Avenue express at 6:40 pm. Surveillipg 
agents noted on the subway ;that when she was adjusting her purse there were 
one or two sheets of onion skin paper with typewriting in the upper pocket 
of the purse where it could be reached easily. She arrived at ;the 190th 
Street stop and took the wrong way out of the subway as a resxilt of which 
she became -lost in the park. This was 7:10 pm. She went back through the 
subway entrance and got to Broadway, walked up Broadway to 193 Street and 
stood on the corner of I 93 Street and -Broadway .for about six minutes. This 
is the spot where the meet took .place on January 14. She walked around the 
vicinity and went into a shoe store between 192nd and 193rd Streets where 
she had. her shoe strap repaired. She entered the store at 7:19 pm and came 
out at 7:29 pra. She talked -around the area and then proceeded east on 
193rd Streetrwhere the surveillance was lost on the darkened street. 

Surveillances had been placed on the home and office of GUBITCHEV 
but he was not. noted to have come out. An agent in a Bureau- car covering 
193rd Street and Broadway spotted GUBITCHEV at 7:05 pm walking north on 
.Broadway just above 193 Street where he crossed and took a southbound bus 
on Broadway at 7:08, pm. The surveillance was picked up on the bus. 
GUBITCHEV got off at 166 Street and .Broadway and walked north two blocks ‘to 
168th Street. He left the ‘bus at 7:25 pm. At 168th Street, he maneuvered 
on the subway elevators to shake a surveillance and it -was necessary to 
drop the surveillance at 7:35 pm. 

Inasmuch as the meet had not been made,, the original spot of the 
meet was again covered- arid at 8:00 pm, COPLON was observed at 192 Street 
and Broadway on the west side of the street. She started crossing Broadway 
diagonally,- walking north, and- when half way across the street, GUBITCHEV

was spotted walking north on'the east side' of Broadway. When she reached 
.the other side of .the street, she was checking into her purse. GUBITCKEV 
drew up along side’ of her and 1 leaned over and said, some thing to heriand 
reached out his hand- in front -of her. The agents could not see anything 
actually .passed because they were behind the two subjects, but it was 
entirely possible that she gave GUBITCHEV something. - The two subjects 
walked together for not more than 10 seconds at 8:02 pm. She continued 
north on Broadway,, while he stopped -and cho'cked her, apparently for any 
surveillance. It was not possible to . surveill her. GUBITCHEV crossed the 
street and caught the > 8th Avenue subway. 2He was -placed under surveillance. 
He went to 125 Street and took a cab , to ,110th Street and Broadway. He 
went into a store and made purchases of -food and' then* walked home* to ;64 
West 108 Street, where he arrived.at 8:45 pm. 


f ^Af ter COPLON checked' her bag at Penn Station, the bag was examined 

f and found to contain .a Civil Service Prospectus. and a blank application form 
for Intelligence Specialist. There were two rolls of developed film, most 
of which pertained to . a small child . Mr.. Sandall was advised we had expected 
this > film from previous conversation. between COPLON and -her mother. There 
was one page torn out of a. magazine section of a newspaper regarding book 
reviews.. The rest of the items appeared to be of a personal nature..

COPLON arrived back at Penn Station at 9:00 pm, picked upher bag 
and was surveilled. to the 8th Avenue. A express at 34 Street and 8th Avenue. 
She was surveilled on the subway to, Hi ^Street, Brooklyn, Bridge, where 
she was dropped at 9 j 24 pm as she appeared to be going .home to her residence 
at 178 Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn. NIT 512 placed her at her home at .10:00 pn.

I spoke to Mr. H. B. :Fletcher of the Bureau on February "18 
regarding Bureau letter dated February 16, reflecting* action to be taken 
in. instant case, with ;particular reference; to what we believed to be a 
scheduled meet this evening between COPLON and GUBITCHEV. Mr. Fletcher 
was advised that the .Bureau's instructions that GUBITCHEV should be .kept 
under surveillance prior to the meet were instructions that necessarily 
oust be handled- with discretion because our past experience with GUBITCHEV 
has reflected that he Is constantly checking for a surveillance and the 
worst thing we could do would: be to burn him before the contemplated 
meeting with COPLON. I advised Mr. Fletcher we would, of course, do our 
best in this respect Insofar , as it. could be done discreetly,, but if 
GUBITCHEV starts to double back and otherwise check for a . surveillance, we 
were going to drop it rather than run the chance of being made. 


Relative to C0PIX)N, we are, of coui^e, going to keep, her under 
surveillance anid we contemplate checking her activities over the weekend 
through spot checks and information furnished by our technical. We believe 
we can ascertain her activities and -the persons she. meets in >this manner 
without running the *risk of detection which would be present if we attempted 
to keep a. full time surveillance on her.

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Oo the afternoon of 'March 4, Mr. H. B. Fletcher of the ! 'Bureau 
advised that the -following memorandum: had. been receivedby -the Bureau 
from the Department relative to instant case: 

"Referring to the above matter, it is- understood that there 
probably will be a meeting between the (subjects in New York on the evening 
of March 4, 1949, at which time a transmission of information or documents 
relating to the national defense or other > government materials or infor- 
mation will be -effected. 

“It is the desire of the Department that this meeting be covered 
by the Bureau and, in the event it appears a transmission has occurred>. 
that the subjects be apprehended. Upon such apprehension, both should be* 
searched and questioned. If it *is thus established that transmission of 
documentary information .within- the terminology of the ^Espionage Act. (VIV 
“relating to the national defense) has been effected or that a removal of 
government records within the purview of Sections 641 or 2071, Title 18, 
UnitedStates Code (1948 edition) has occurred,, prosecution should^ be 
initiated by the filing of a complaint with the U. S. Conaissioner»and the 
prompt arraignment of both defendants. The prosecutive phase of the matter 
should be handled'by the United States Attorney for the Southern District 
of New York. If, on the other hand, it is found,, upon searching and 
questioning the subjects, that no transmission has occurred .and that no 
prior transmission of material and relevant, .data is admitted, the subject

GUBITCHER should be released promptly. | _J however, in 

addition to the Bureau's -questioning, should be served’ with a- subpoena to 
appear before the regular G r and Jury in the Southern District. of New York 
at its earliest following session and there .should be examined at length- 
under oath concerning every phase of this matter. Such examination, of 
course, will be conducted by the U. S. Attorney or one of his assistants. 
The -Bm*eau should exercise every precaution, however, to be cognizant of 
the subject's activities from the point of apprehension up to her -examina- 
tion before the Grand Jury andtshould endeavor, -so far as possible,, to 
prevent any collusive contacts with others which might afford opportunity

“Not withstanding the directions in the foregoing paragraphs. It 
is not Intended- hereby to restrict the Bureau ;in the exercise of its sound 
discretion as to whether the events as they develop on March 4 warrant 
the steps here outlined* If the agents covering the case feel the circum- 
stances are unfavorable for carrying out the proposed action and that it 
should be delayed until a subsequent meeting, the decision is left to them.

“Similarly, if you. are of the opinion that national interests will 
be better served by continuing observation for a further peiod to determine 
whether espionage of a more serious character is involved, do not hesitate 
to so advise the Department* Should you be of the opinion that the case 
should not be -brought to an issue at this time, I should like to have your 
views as to whether the subject COPLON should be separated from the Depart- 
ment new or continued in her present capacity to permit such observation. 

If separated, however, further surveillance of the subject GUBITCHEV should 
be so conducted as not to raise prematurely questions of a political nature 
before the government is ready to act finally on the case.

In addition to the above, Mr. Fletcher advised that two agents 
from the Washington Field office who are thoroughly conversant with this 
case, are bringing COPLON up on the train leaving at 1:00 pm from Washington, 

D. C. After they turn her over to agents of the New York office, they will 
come to the New York office ancl stand by for .further instructions. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that we. should make the same efforts as we 
have in the past to cover COPLON's contacts; that we should make every 
effort to cover ^both subjects by surveillance but that we should not blow 
the case. The question as to whether we should arrest the subjects is being 
left to our discretion; that because we are on the scene here we will have 
to decide whether the activities of the subjegts warrang apprehension. If 
something is passed -.by COPLON to GUBITCHEV; we are authorized to apprehend 
both of them. If there is no indication ‘that anything has been passed be- 
tween the two of them, we should not pick them up but rather we should wait 
:f or another occasion* I pointed out to Mr. Fletcher that in^our last two 
meets it had been very difficult to ascertain whether anything had been 
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passed* In the first nesting,, nothing was seen to be passed at all, while 
in the 2nd meeting, although we did not actually see something passed, 
we have.reason to believe that something was »passed because GUBITCHEV reached 
out and COPLON* s actions indicated that something had been passed. Mr. 
Fletcher advised that, on the basis of the past two meets, he would say 
we fiwould not pick them' up on the basis of the first meet but we would pick 
them up on the second meet; that is, there are reasonable grounds to believe 
that she had passed 1 something on the 2nd meet* 

Mr. Fletcher pointed out that if we did apprehend the subjects, 
we should search GUBITCHEV immediately on the spot to make sure that he 
does not get rid of anything that was passed to him by COPLON before he 
arrives at the office. ,He suggested that we immediately place anything taken 
from him in a cellophane envelope so that a fingerprint examination could 
possibly establish COPLON* s fingerprints on the items, . thus .proving that 

she had it in^her possession, regardless of their denials.

[Relative to the subpoenas mentioned by the departmental memoran- 
dum, Mr. [Fletcher advised that 'Ray '7/hearty is supposed to be in NY this 
evening to answer any questions /for the Department and that he is going to 
request IShearty to furnish us with a couple of blank subpoenas, so that we 
can fill them' in and: serve them on the subjects, if we pick them up. 

Mr. ‘Fletcher advised that if COPLON meets someone other than 
GUBITCHEV’ and passes something to him, we should not apprehend the two 
individuals unless we know the identity of the aid individual to bea Russian 
representative or an individual who would be pertinent to the [investigation, 
such as EARL BROTDBR. Otherwise, we would surveill the individual with 
whom she made the contact to establish his identity. 

I inquired whether the Bureau* had any information as to what 
COPLON Blight bring up with her. He advised the Bureau does not have, but 
that a one page aemo was passed to her this morning entitled '"AMTORG", which 
reflects that the Bureau has an informant in AMTORG by the name of NEEDLEMAN, 
which, of course, is false information, and which memo further furnishes 
some classified and restricted information on atomic energy. An extra copy 
was inadvertently left with the copies furnished COPLON so that she could 
extract one if she so desires and not be charged with one. In the event 
she passes this information, she will clearly come within the espionage 
statute. This is on Onion skin paper. In the event the Bureau ascertains 
this extra copy is missing after she leaves, Trtt will be so advised. 

In view of the fact that any apprehensions in this case would be 
based on prosecutive possibilities, I pointed out that we will have to 
inform the subjects of their rights before interviewing them. Mr. Fletcher 
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agreed. However, prior to allowing either of them to contact anyone, we 
should clear with the Bureau. In the event G0BITCK3V .flashes his UN I 
credentials, we should merely acknowledge seeing them and continue and 
bring him to the office, advising him that we will verify the credentials. 
In theesrent COPLON should meet GUBITCKBV on UN property, we should make 
no apprehensions there. 

COPIX)N advised her superior in the .Bept. of Justice that she was 
leaving Washington early in order to do a little shopping^n NYC, this 
afternoon. She was typing for a considerable period of time last night 
at her home. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that the Bureau is to be adlsed every 30 
minutes of the status of this matter, starting with COPLON's arrival in 
NYC until such time as this matter has come to a head; that is, they are 
either apprehended or she has gone to her home in Brooklyn. Ih other 
words, we should telephonic ally advise the Bureau of the status of this 
matter every 30 minutes from the time of her arrival until the Bureau gives 
us clearance to cease reporting in this matter.

Judge SIMON RIFKIND telephoned the office at 7:26 pm 
this date and stated that he was anxious to get in touch with 
U.S, Attorney McGOHEY or MT. WHEARTY. He stated that the 
Russian Embassy had been contacting him relative to GUBITCHEV, 
and he wanted to discuss the matter with Mr. Me GO HEY or 
Mi*. WHEARTY. He asked, if this office would try to reach one 
of these men and have them call him. The writer stated he 
would do :so. 


The writer .reached Mr. WHEARTY at his hone at 7:27 pm 
and relayed* judge RIFKIND* S message.; Mr. WHEARTY stated that 
he would , c all Judge RIFKIND imndediately. 


In connection with the above, Agent ANATOLE BOGUSLAV advised 
at 7:35 pm that a man identifying himself as TOLOKOLNIKOV of the 
office of the Chief Counsel, Soviet Embassy, had just called 
Judge RIFKIND and insisted upon seeing GUBITCHEV. Judge RIFKIND 
advised the* caller that he would have to clear with the State 
Department before seeing GUBITCHEV. When the caller insisted upon 
seeing ’GUBITCHEV, Judge RIFKIND said that he would check with rep- 
resentatives of the State Department and the Justice Department 
and asked t he- halier to call back in an hour. This information 
cane throug h I 
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Agent GAIXAHER at l ***,* - 

TOIOKOLNI KOV called^OKOLOV at Washington, D.C. (National 85 U9) 
and stated that iVhad. tried four times today to get to see 
GUBITCHEV. He 3aid that he had been to the FBI office and had 
been advised that GUBITCHEV was now under the jurisdiction of 
Judge RIFKIND} had tried to reach the prosecutin g attorney but 
was told he was out} and Judge RIFKIND was checking on' the matter 
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Agent GALLAHER also advised that at 8:2l| pm Judge RIFKIKD 
advised TOLOKOLNIKOV to call Mr. POWER of the, State Department 
at Murray Hill 3-6810 and Mr. T7HEARTY of the .Department of Jus- 
tice at Talmadge 9-6639 to arrange an interview with GUBITCHEV.

TODOKNIKOV called POWER at 10:00 pm and stated that he would 
like to see GUBITCHEV as soon as. possible. Mr. POWER advised 
TOLOKOLNIKOV that he ^puld attempt to arrange the Interview and- 
would call him back.

At 10:3$ pm Mr. T/HEARTY called the writer and stated that 
he was making arrangements for the Russians to interview GUBITCHEV. 
He stated that agents in a radio car were in his neighborhood last 
night (March It) when he was needed here at the office and that 
these agents picked him up ,and brought him to the office in a very 
expedite manner. He stated that he may have to leave his home on 
shiort notice again tonight .and .he wondered if there might be other 
agefcts in radio cars in the vicinity of his hone at 1969 McGRAW 
Avenue, Bronx tonight.* The writer advised him that there were no 
agents on duty in that vicinity tonight but that this office would 
be glad to • render .him ’any assistance if the need arose. He stated 
that he did not want any agents to make a special trip just to. pick 
him up. The* writer repeated the offer of assistance. Mr. WHEARTY 
replied that he was not certain that he would have to go to the 
Federal Detention House tonight but that if an emergency situation 
arose 'wherein he could not obtain transportation he would call back. 
As of 1:00 am, March 6, he had not called back. 
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' Following the arraignment of JUDITH COPLON at 11:35 A.M. today. 

Special Assistant to the Attorney General RAY WHEARTY requested that 
agents proceed to Penn Station and obtain COPLON'S suitcase and bring 
it to her at either the Federal House of Detention or the Marshal's 
Office and request an authorization fPoia her and if she grants such 
authorization, to conduct the search*

J explained %o Mr. ^HEARTY I thought it was Inadvisable for 
agents to obtain this suitcase at Penh Station unless they were 
accompanied by either her lawyer or a -member of 'her family, and that 
this individual would have custody of the suitcase < until such time 
it was turned over to subject COPLON. Mr. THBARTY agreed and together 
with her attorney Mr. ADAMS, it was decided that COPLON'S brother 
would accompany, the agents to obtain this suitcase. 
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In accordance with Bureau instructions that the Bureau^ be- kept- ad- 
vised continuously during the evening of March 4th on. the progress of this 
■ case, I called Mr. H. B. FIETCHER at 6jl0 P.M. to advise him that JUDITH 
COPLON had arrived at Penn Station at ’5:35 P.M. She * immediately checked 
her bag, at a public locker in Penn Station and proceeded on foot to a res- 
taurant or bar at 491 7th Avenue. 1 further advised that at the time I was 
calling COPLON had left this bar and had gone to 42nd Street and 8th Avenue,, 
where she. took an 8th Avenue Washington Heights express. Mr. FLETCHER was 
Informed* that our surveillance had shown that GUBITCHEV left his U.N. office 
at 405 East 42hd Street at 4:50 P.M., accompanied by an unidentified man. 

The surveillance was kept on him until 5*05 P.M. , when the surveillance was 
dropped because, of the subway crowd and the. fact that he wa3 checking for a 
surveillance.

At 6:40 P.M. I again called Mr. FLETCHER to- advise ;hdm that COPLON 
had come off the subway at the 181st: Street stop, which is at Broadway. 
However, she-, walked in the opposite direction, from the crowd' and went out a 
deserted exit with the consequence it was necessary to drop the surveillance* 

At 6:50 P.M. , while , speaking to Mr. L„ B. NICHOLS, I advised him 
that we had again picked up the surveillance on COPLON while she was walking 
up ;Broadway at > approximately, 187th- Street,, proceeding north. 

I 

At 7:12' P.M. Mr. FLETCHER with the Bureau was also advised concern- 
ing this and was informed that she had arrived at the corner of 193rd Street 
and Broadway at 7:00 P.M., which was the usual time for the meet. 

At 7:40 P.M. Mr. FLETCHER was advised that our surveillance had 
picked up GUBITCHEV- coming out of the 191st Street subway at Broadway at 
7:23 R.M. * 


At 7:25 P.M. he was under, observation at the southeast corner of 
193rd Street and Broadway In a drug store, while at the same time COPLON 
was at the northeast corner in a cigar, store. 

At ,7:27 P.M. GUBITCHEV went down Broadway, 
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COPLON left the cigar store going south on the opposite side of the street* 

At 7:40 P.M. while this information wa3 being furnished to Mr. 
FLETCHER, COPLON was going down Broadway and was at 3.88th Street* At this, 
time GUBITCHEV apparently had gone up a. side street, as, he could no longer 
be seen at the bus stop. 

At 8:12 PiM. Mr. FI2TCHER was further advised that GUBITCHEV 
took a bus at 7:45 P.M. going south on Broadway and went only one stop, 
after which he dropped' off the bus and started walking south on Broadway. 

-At the same time COPLON was noted walking* north on Broadway at approximately 
,183rd Street on the .same side of Broadway. At 7:51 the subject met between 
187th and 188th Streets. She continued walking past him. He, stopped but 
she brushed past and threw her head back over her shoulder toward him. He 
appeared surprised but she did not, stop. He waited a minute or two and then 
went after her, .going north. He overtook her just south of 190th Street. 
They walked , together for about four steps and then veered apart. She slowed 
down and went to the inside of the sidewalk while he speeded up and went to 
the outside of the walk next to the curb. GUBITCHEV continued up Broadway 
and continued north on Nagle Street for several blocks, then cut back to 
Broadway and apparently took a north-bound, bus on Broadway about 8:03 P.M. 

It was necessary , to drop the surveillance of GUBITCHEV at this point. 

Meanwhile COPLON had continued up Broadway to 190th Street, where, 
she turned left and went up 190th Street for one block, then doubled back 
on the same side of the street back to Broadway and entered the IRT tunnel 
leading to 191st Street and St. Nicholas Avenue - stop. This was a long 
tunnel approximately 150 yards and was practically deserted so that all but 
one agent were forced to drop off the surveillance . Mr. FLETCHER was ad- 
vised that we had reason to believe .that Agent Murphy was still on sur- 
veillance . 


Relative to the two instances where the subjects passed each 
other as related above, Mr. FLETCHER was advised that both times the sub- 
jects were well covered- and the agents .had no reason to believe that. any- 
thing was passed between the subjects. 


It is noted that at 7:40 P.M. Mr. RAY WHEARTY,. of the. department, 
called from Penn Station to inquire as to how things were proceeding. He 
advised 1 that he would call back later. At 8:43 Mr, WHEARTY again called 
and inasmuch as no meet had been made by the subjects, he advised that he 
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was going on up> to the Bronx and could be reached at TA 9-6639 > address 
1969 McGraw Street, Bronx, He was advised that he would be contacted there 
in. the event developments warranted*

At 8:54 Mr. .FIETCHER was advised that Ur, “IFHEARTX; had been in 
touch with the office and that we. had a location where we could reach him, 

Mr. FLETCHER was further advised that we did not have anyone on GUBITCHEV 
and that in so far as we knew Agent Murphy was the only agent .possibly on 
COPLON. While I was talking to Mr. FLETCHER, Agent Murphy called in and 
advised that COPLON had taken the IRT down to 42nd Street and 7th Avenue, 
where she dropped off and stood in. the vicinity of. 42 nd and 7th for approxi- 
mately ten minutes. She then started to walk toward 9th .Avenue and 
GUBITCHEV appeared to be conducting a surveillance behind her, apparently 
looking for any surveillance on her. As they came up to 9th Avenue, 

GUBITCHEV ran ahead of her to. catch a. bus and she ran also and caught the 
same bus. The agent was not able to catch the bus but did get the number, 
which was No. 89*

At 9:20 P.M. Mr. FLETCHER was advised that we had been able to 
again locate the subjects through the surveillance of bus No. 89 and that 
they had dropped off at'l4th Street and were walking toward 8th Avenue. 

Mr. FLETCHER was advised* that subsequent to that the subjects were walking 
around the vicinity and checking carefully for any surveillance with the re- 
sult that it was very difficult for* us to continue the surveillance of 
them. Mr. FLETCHER was advised that in view of the extent to which the sub- 
jects were going, the Bureau should immediately consider whether any action 
was contemplated relative to apprehending the subjects. Shortly thereafter 
Mr. FLETCHER called .back to advise that ‘the Bureau was checking with Mr. 

PEYTON :FCRD and that we should hold the line open, as there was indication 
that authority would be given to apprehend the subjects, .Mr. FLETCHER was 
advised at that time that we.no longer had the subjects under surveillance 
but that we -were making continuous efforts to again locate them. 

At approximately 9:34 P.M. Mr. FLETCHER was advised that we had 
again located. the subjects at 15th Street and Third Avenue, going north, on 
Third Avenue. 

At 9:35 P.M. Mr. FLETCHER advised that we were authorized to 
apprehend the subjects immediately. At 9*36- P.M. the subjects were apprehended 
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"between 15th. and 16 th Streets on Third Avenue. At 9:37 P.M. the Bureau 
was so advised. 

At lOrlO P.M., following several calls to Mr. FLETCHER advising 
of the subject's arrival at the > office, he was advised that a search of 
COPLON has revealed a small, flat package which looks somewhat like a new 
pair of hose which was found in her purse. Upon opening this package the 
agents ascertained that it contained numerous abstracts regarding Bureau 
cases of a security nature as well, as a handwritten note giving the informa- 
tion contained in the Bureau's memorandum of March 3, 1949, relative to 
NEEDLBMAN andicertain classified and restricted .atomic energy, information. 
Mr. FLETCHER requested' that we immediately consult Mr. WHBARTY to get his 
opinion on the action to be taken against the subjects. A call had been 
placed 1 for Mr. WHBARTY and one of the Bureau cars covering the surveillance 
in the Bronx was dispatched to bring him to the office. Mr. WHBARTY 
arrived shortly thereafter. 

At.lljpp P.M. Mr. WHBARTY called Mr. PEYTON FORD regarding the 
charges to , be placed against the subjects, the amount of bond, etc. It 
was decided at that time that both subjects would be held on the > charge of/ 
conspiracy, to idefraud the, United States. 

I 

At 11:10 P.M. Mr. WHBARTY called Assistant United States Attorney 
Siegel in order to arrange for a, commissioner to be available on the morning 
of March 5th. 

At 11:25 P.M. Mr. WHEARTY called PEYTON FORD again to advise that 
GUBITCHEV wanted to call the First, Secretary of the USSR Delegation' to the 
U.N. Mr. FCRD advised him that GUBITCHEV should not be allowed to call 
until' clearance' had been obtained from the State Department. 

At 11:20 P.M. I advised Mr. FLETCHER that the charge against the 1 
subjects would probably be conspiracy to defraud the United States and t hat] 
Mr. .WHBARTY was working on the charge and will draft the complaints later. 

It was suggested to, Mr. FLETCHER that the , typewriters in COPLON 'S office 
in the Justice Building and any other typewriters she had access to in the 
building as well as typewriters- in her home be secured, and samples obtained 
for comparison with the documents found in her purse. I advised him that 
we would try to get a consent to search but suggested that the Washington 
Field Office place a watch on her home to insure that no attempt was made 
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to get the typewriter* Mr* FLETCH2R wa3 advised that Mr* -WHEARTY contemplated 
asking that bail be set at $100,000.00 for GUBITCHEV and from $10,000.00 to 
$25,000.00 for COPLON. 1 advised that GUBITCHEV has been inquiring as to 
the charge under which he is being held and that we are going to inform him 
i that the charge against him is conspiracy to defraud the United States in 
accordance with Mr. WHS ARTY'S authority* I advised also that GUBITCHEV 
wants to call the First Secretary of the USSR Delegation to the U.N. and 
that Mr. WHSARTY Is clearing this through Mr. FORD. 

At 11:35 P.M. Mr. FjS&feailed and -instructed that we put a detailed 
teletype on the wire to get to the Bureau by 6:00 A.M. in order that the 
Bureau may have the f ull picture of the activities which occurred during the 
surveillance and subsequent thereto. He advised that a press release will 
be made in Washington and. that we will not make a press release in New York. 

He requested that we get photographs of the subjects ;in the mail to the 
attention of Mr. NICHOLS special delivery. 

At 11:55 P.M. Mr. MILNE of the Bureau called, and requested the 
exact location of tho apprehension of the subjects. He was advised that it 
was between 15th and 14th Streets on Third Avenue. Mr. MILNE requested 
that we send the*' previously referred to photographs down by Agent courier 
and that we send the original. documents taken from COPLON down by the same 
courier after first clearing with Mr. WHSARTY. Mr. WHEARTY was -advised that 
we contemplated sending these documents down and he agreed to the procedure. 
Photographs and documents were dispatched to Washington by Courier Agents 
Pane and Mendenhall, of the Washington Field Office. They left New York at 
7:15 A.M. and the Bureau was so notified. 

At 12:20 A.M. on March 5th Mr. MILNE called. He was advised that 
COPLON had refused to give consent to search and therefore a search warrant 
should be secured by the Washington Field Office on the basis of the papers 
taken from her purse and ! information in the possession of the Washington 
Field Office which reflects that she has a typewriter and was using it late 
the night of March 3rd. Mr. MILNE requested that we call down the informs- 
tion in one of the typewritten memoranda dealing with COPLON' S failure to- 
get a secret FBI report. This was furnished tele phonic ally to Mr. MILNE. 

At 12:15 A.M. the possibility of securing search warrants to 
search C0PIX>N'S home in Washington, as well as GUBITCHEV* S home and COPLON* S 
parents' home in New York, was discussed with Mr. WHEARTY, , who. believed that 
a search warrant was possible for the residence in Washington but not for 
the two residences in New York. 
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At 12:50 A.M. Mr. MILNE inquired what sort* of a fingerprint examin 
ation was desired on the documents,, that is, whether examination should be 
restricted to one which would .not damage the documents or whether a more 
thorough examination was desired. He was advised that the examination 
should be restricted to one which would *not harm the documents, as they were 
vital 1 evidence. He was further advised .that we would like to have all 
possible typewriting comparisons and 1 handwriting comparisons made .relative 
to these documents. Mr. MILNE wa3 further advised* of the conversations be- 
tween Mr. PEYTON FORD -and Mr. WHEARTY relative to the immediate arraignment 
of the subjects. He .was advised that it appeared that the State Department 
was - insisting on an. immediate arraignment and Mr. FORD was attempting to 
get a Federal Judge out of bed to hold the hearing.

The Bureau was kept. advised thereafter periodically concerning 
further developments along the above line. 


Again at 5:05 A.M; Mr. Scheldt called: Supervisor Milne and advised 
him of the proceedings .at the arraignment before Judge RIF KIND, which occurred 
at*4:45«A.M. At 7:10 A.M. Mr. Scheldt again cailedMr. Milne to advise him 
of the results of theVappearanco of the subjects before Judge RIFKIND at 
6:45 A.M. 



At 6:10 A.M. Mr. MILNE called to request that we 'furnish informa- 
tion to enable the Washington 'Field 1 Off ice to get out a search warrant, . as 
itwds contemplated that United States. Attorney Fay would be contacted at 
8:00A.M. Mr. MILNE '.was -.referred to our detailed teletype which had been 
sent out to the Bureau at 2:50 A;M. Mr. MILNE was further advised that 
GUBITCHEV had been allowed to call the Russian Delegation to the U.N. after 
GUBITCHEV had been before Judge RIFKIND . and Judge RIFKIND had released him 
in our custody in order that he might arrange for an attorney. We first 
cleared this with Mr. WHEARTY. 



M r . MILNE was further advised that Mr. WHEARTY had served sub- 
net anas on ihfll 
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He was advised further .that Mr* WHSARIXI 
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Mr. 


MILNE was further advised that one LESTER M. LEVIN, attorney, had just comer f 
into the office to represent COPLON. Relative to GUBITCHEV* S call to the-'"' 
U.N., NXT-507 reflected that this call was made* at 5:30 and that GUBITCHEV 
asked for M0R0S0V, the night man told him that M0R0S0V could* not be, located 
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and he instructed the night nan to report his arrest to MALIK and have. MALIK 
send official representatives to the Court House. He instructed the night 
man to tell MALIK and no one else. 

At 8:10 A.M. BERTRAM COPLON, who advised that he is Miss COPLON'S 
brother, telephonically inquired as to when he wouldbe able to see her. 

He was advised that her arraignment is scheduled at 11:00 _A .M. before Judge 

RIFKIND and presumably he could make arrangements to ^aEtend that hearing.

At 8:44 A.M. Mr.. SCHACHTER, attorney for the U.N., was admitted to \ 
talk privately to GUBITCHEV after first clearing iwith Mr. WHEARTY. Mr. 
SCHACHTER discussed GUBITCHEV’ S status with him and later advised that he 
had called the Soviet Delegation of the U.N., which advised that they knew 
all about the matter and would take care of GUBITCHEV.. 

Our technical coverage reflected this call and reflected that Mr* 
SCHACHTER had told the Soviet representative that GUBITCHEV preferred a 
Soviet attorney.

At approximately 10:00 A.M; our technical coverage reflected a 
telephone call from BERTRAM COPLON to Miami. COPLON told the individual in 
Miami that JUDY would be arraigned at 11:00 A.M., that "My und$ who is a 
lawyer, is going down with me. ,. . The man tells me to get in touch with 
ARCHIE PALMER, who is pretty well connected in Washington. He, ARCHIE, 
knows KEENAN intimately. KEENAN tried the criminals in Japan."

At 10:40 A.M. Mr. NICHOLS of the Bureau called and Inquired as to 
what publicity was developing - in New York City . ,1 advised him that we had 
two papers so far, the "Sun" and "Journal American," and that both of ..them 
played the story , up with headlines on the front .page. The headlines and 
sub-headLines were briefly furnished to Mr. NICHOLS and he advised that he 
was attempting to track down any story to the* effect that papers had been 
planted after a loyalty check, such as appeared, in the "New York Sun." .1 
advised him that the "Sun" did not have any Washington date tline, although 
the "Journal" did. I advised him that the New York Office is not commenting 
in any way on this case and will continue to follow that policy in strict 
accordance with Bureau instructions. Mr. NICHOI^ advised that if the 
press desired to be referred to anyone they should be referred to Mr. 
SCHED1ER, Director of Public ^Relations, Department of Justice. 

Mr. NICHOLS was advised that Mr. SCHACHTER, U.N. Attorney, had 
been allowed to talk to GUBITCHEV after clearing with Mr. WHEARTY and that 
SCHACHTER had called the .USSR Delegation to the U.N. They advised him that 
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they knew all about GUBITCHEV.'S caseand would take care, of him; Our 
technical NYT-507 -covered this call and reflected that SCHACHTER told them 
that GUBITCHEV preferred a- Soviet 'Attorney. SCHACHTER later advised that 
GUBITCHEV is being .suspended from the UiN. .pending an investigation.

Mr. Patrick J. Daly, 53, .345 2 62 St., N.Y.C., employed as a printer 
for the Daily News, NIC., was interviewed in this office at 1:20 pm 
concerning the above subject. Mr. ^aly s&id that his mother-in- 
law, Mrs Mary Gerth now deceased^ resided at 2506. Sve., S., Brooklyn, 
which was next door to the former residence of the Coplen family. 

The Coplon* s resided at this address from about 1927 to 1941 when 
they sold the house and moved to an address on Marine . Parkway near 
36 St., which Daly believed to be the residence Mrs. Coplon's sister. 
Daly said that he read of the event in the paper and, had a hunch that 
Judith 'Coplon's brother, Bertram Coplon, may have been involved. 

Bertram Coplon was a difficult boy for his parents to handle and 
Daly said that Bertram- had the family “buffaloed" and they could do 
nothing with him. Bertram did not make friends, with the -neighborhood

boys but associated with those from the Kings -Highway and Brighton 
a eas. Daly said that he did not know the names- of any of -the friends 
of either Judith of Bertram nor did he know of any of the clubs or 



associations to which they belonged* He had never heard either of 
them make any disloyal statements, and. had no ’concrete reason for. 


assuming. Bertram Coplon involved, other than: his < aforementioned 
“hunch” and the nervousness that the press reports ascribed to

Bertram when he was interviewed by the press. The, reputation of

(From the tenor 
of these discussions it appeared SOLDATOV desired no specific limit 
placed on what officials were to see GUBITCHEV.) 


Regarding (3) above, SOLDATOV protested because. a woman and.

POWER said it was granted that GUBITCHEV' S wife could 1 
see him and, take him -books, not any woman or other individuals..

Mr. Whearty advised that as there had been several attempts by

The writer and SAC Scheldt proceeded from the New York Office to 
193rd Street and Broadway at 4:00 PM, March 4, 1949, in connection with the 
surveillance of VALENTIN A. GUBITCHEV and JUDITH COPLON. 

I 

We arrived at 193rd Street and Broadway and took up our surveillance 
position at 4:50;PM. We remained at this -position until 8:02 PM,, at which tine 
GUBITCHEV was observed walking north oh Broadway and continuing north on Nagle 
Avenue, at which time the writer took up the physical surveillance of GUBITCHEV 
and surveilled him to the intersection of Biwood Street and Nagle Avenue where 
he crossed from the east to the west side of Nagle Avenue and .proceeded up -Ellwood 
Street toward Broadway at approximately 8:04 PM. GUBITCHEV was last observed 
at 8:08 PM turning south at the intersection of Ellwood Street and Broadway 
and at that time a bus was observed just leaving the intersection of Broadway 
and Ellwood Street bound north on Broadway. GUBITCHEV was not actually observed 
in the bus nor was he observed in the immediate area surrounding the bus.

At approximately 9:00 -PM, SAC Scheldt and the writer proceeded down 
the West Side Highway to 14th Street and east on 14th Street to Third Avenue, 
arriving at Third Avenue and 14th Street at approximately 9:30 PM.

On the afternoon of March 4, 1949,, at approximately 4:15 PM,, the 
writer proceeded with SA DANIEL F. GAH)B to the vicinity of 42nd Street 
and First Avenpej where they joined SA JOHN ;Ji. .WARD .in Bureau Car $201', and 
instituted a surveillance on First Avenue 'south of 42nd Shreet. 

’ At approximately 4:45 PM, the writer and agents WARD and* GARDE

They again proceeded 
east on >l4th Street. Car 201 was then driven across the intersection- in a 
northerly direction, at which time, subjects -were again observed still going 
east.

On the afternoon of March. 4,, 1949* at approximately 4:15 PM, the 
writer proceeded with SA MARTIN J. MC GUINN to the vicinity-of 42nd Street 
and First Avenue,, -where they joined SA JOHN J. WARD In Bureau Car #201,, and 
instituted a surveillance on 1st Avenue south .of 42nd. Street. 

At approximately 4:^5 PM, the writer and agents WARD and: MG- GUINN 
proceeded via Bureau -car to ,42nd Street, then;*west.*on 42 nd 'Street ;in pursuit 
of an Individual who had been seen leaving the building. at 405 E. 42nd Street, 
in an attempt to definitely establish if this person were Identical- with 
GUBITCHEV. After determining that It was not GUEITCHEV, agents GARDE and WARD 
left car 201, which - was then driven by agent MC GUINN to circle around the 
block for the purpose of resuming original position on 1st Avenue. Agent WARD 
and the writer* proceeded back on foot In an easterly direction toward 1 st 
Avenue on 42nd Street, and while under the tunnel between 2nd -and 1st Avenues, 
and while approximately 30 paces :froa the Intersection. on 1st .Avenue, the 
writer observed- GUBITCHEV crossing the Intersection of 1st Avenue and 42nd 
Street* Re was at that point accompanied by an unidentified man who appeared 
to be about 6 ' tall, of slender build and wearing a brown overcoat and light 
tan hat. The two were observed crossing 1st Avenue from the northeast comer 
of 1st Avenue and 42nd Street,. In a direction away from the building located 
at 405 East 42nd Street and they walked together on 42nd Street to tiic. 
intersection' of Lexington Avenue and 42nd Street, where they were observed for 
a few moments standing together on 'the* northwest comer, just in front of the 
Nedicks stand on that comer. 


The view of the writer, who had assumed a position directly across 
the street, was momentarily obstructed by a south-bound bus and ‘when the bus 
had cleared the view of the intersection, the unidentified man was observed 
walking alone >in a westerly direction on the north side of 42nd Street, away 
from the intersection, and the subject could not be se en in the dense crowd s, of 
people who thronged the streets. \ f JT| 
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'After a quick check of the immediate vicinity, the writer pro- 
ceeded down the stairs into the Lexington Avenue 1RT Subway Station at 
42nd Street and made a quick check of the north-bound platform with negative 
results. The subject was last seen on the above-mentioned corner at 
approximately 5:05 PM. The writer then proceeded hastily along 42nd Street 
in a westerly direction as far as 5th Avenue on the possibility of finding 
GUBITCHEV, At this point, the writer called the office and advised that the 
surveillance of GUBITCTEV had been discontinued. The writer then joined* 
agents WARD and MC GUINN in car 201 and thereafter cruised about in the 
midtown area of Manhattan, awaiting further instructions, and. listening to 
messages from other units working on this surveillance. 

At .approximately 8:40 PM, the writer proceeded in car 201 to the 
vicinity of 680 Park Avenue, for the purpose of observing if GUBITCHEV, who 
reportedly had left the area of the rendezvous at 193rd Street and Broadway, 
should perhaps enter the Russian UN Headquarters. 

At 8:51 PM, upon receipt of instructions .from the radio room, the 
writer and occupants of car 201 proceeded toward the vicinity of Pennsylvania 
Station,, by proceeding south on Park Avenue. While on the Park Avenue ramp above 
42nd Street, adjoining the Co-smodore Hotel, the message was received that sub- 
, jects had boarded- Bus 89 at 42nd Street and 9th Avenue, going south. The writer 

t other occupants of car 201 then proceeded In baste down Park Avenue, across 
Street and then south on 9th Avenue, and at approximately 9:01 PM, observed 
89' proceeding south on 9th Avenue at approximately 22nd Street. A few 
moments later, the writer observed VALENTINE GUBITCHEV seated on the right side 
of the bus to the rear of the side exit door, which is located toward the rear 
of the bus. JUDITH CGPLON was observed seated on the left side of the bus 
across the aisle and several seats forward of GUBITCHEV., She was .approximately 
in the -middle of the bus and was looking straight forward. 

Bus 89 was sparsely populated and did not appear to have more than 
a half-dozen passengers at that time. 

* 

At approximately 9:04PM, the . bus arrived at 14th Street and 9th 
Avenue, at which point GUBITCHEV could be seen standing at the exit door. 
Simultaneously, a message was received from car 194 that he had. arrived on the 
scene and had the bus under observation. The -writer and other occupants of 
car. 201 observed COPLON and- GUBITCHEV alight from the bus at the bus stop on 
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northwest comer of 14th Street and 9th Avenue, this area was then practically 
deserted, it being in the wholesale produce area, where ? at that hour of the 
night 'there -is no activity. 

9th Avenue, going south, ends at 14th- Street and its continuation 
on the south side of 14th Street is Greenwich Street. Hudson Street, going 
south starts at a triangular intersection of Greenwich and 14th Streets. 

Bus 89 left the above-mentioned * comer of 14th Street and 9th Avenue and 
proceeded south down Hudson Street. The writer and occupants of car 201 
observed subjects standing’ on the comer and looking all;around the neighborhood, 
and proceeded directly across 14th Street in order to take up a position in a 
dimly lighted -block between 14th and 13th Streets on Greenwich Street. Upon 
entering this street, a policeman blew his* whistle and Indicated that he desired 
the car recognize 'his beckoning inasmuch as it appeared that we had gone into 
a one-way street. At about thib 'time, the subjects were observed crossing 14th 
Street to the southwest corner of the intersection where they stood for several 
minutes looking about in every direction, and’ obviously eyeing the Bureau car 201. 

Car 201 then proceeded to the^end of the block and made a U-turn at 
13th and Greenwich Streets, and pulled up behind a truck in order to get some 
cover while observing the subjects. After watching the subjects scrutinizing 
the area for several .minutes, . .they were observed crossing the intersection by 
walking east to the southeast comer of 14th Street and Hudson Street.- Here 
again they stood .for several minutes, looking about in all directions and 
again apparently were taking cognizance of Bureau car 201. Tffhil© the subjects 
were crossing to the last-mentioned intersection, the aforementioned -policeman ■ 
approached * car 201, which then went forward to meet him .about half— way between 
14th and 13th Streets. To this policeman’s inquiries as to what was going on, 
he was advised that we were FBI agents on official business and when he started 
to tum away he was .requested to stay at the window of the car for a reasonable 
amount of time and- make it appear rthat he' was giving us a lecture for a- traffic 
infraction. ,He responded willingly and during the period that he was giving 
■an apparent lecture to - the occupants of car 201, the subjects were observed 
walking .eastward on the south side of 14th Street toward 8th Avenue. When they 
had proceeded approximately ten i paces eastward, they stopped and- then again 
looked about -in, various directions for several moments. They again proceeded 
east on 14th. Street. Car 201 was ‘then driven across the intersection in a 
northerly direction, at which time, subjects were again. observed 1 still going 
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•east. The car .was driven to a point just out of view, beyond the intersection, 
north of 14th Street on 9th Avenue, where agent JOHN J. WARD alighted and took 
up a surveillance on foot. 

The^writer and agent MC GUINN then proceeded in car 201 to make a 
circuit of the block -with the intention of picking up the surveillance at the 
intersection of 8th Avenue and 14th Street, In view of the fact that' 15th 
Street is a one-way block going west, it was necessary to proceed to l6th 
Street in order to Bake the circuit. Upon arriving at 8th Avenue and 1 14th 
Street,, the writer left car 201 and Bade a search on foot of the vicinity, 
but was unable to observe 1 either the subjects or SA WARD. After Baking a 
quick survey of the neighborhood, the writer rejoined Agent MC GUINN in car 
201 and notified' ail cars and the' office over the radio as to what had 
occurred. The writer and Agent MC GUINN then toured 14th Street as far as 
5th Avenue and' back to 9th Avenue.. A few moments later/wire joined by the 
occupants of another car including agents T. SCOTT MILLER, BREWER WILSON 
and JOHN F. MALLET. 

After a fewmoments, information was received over the radio that 
the subjects were in the vicinity of 3rd Avenue and 14th Street. Car 201 then 
proceeded to that vicinity with abovementioned agents and Bade a canvass of 
14th Street as far as 1st Avenue.. Upon returning along 14th Street to 
approximately 2nd Avenue, a radio message was received that subjects had been 
located at the intersection of 15th Street and 3rd Avenue. Car 201 then pro- 
ceeded immediately to that location, where the writer and other agents observed 
GUBITCHEV and COPLONin the process of being apprehended at approximately 9:37 PM. 

The writer observed that JUDITH COPLON was placed in one of the Bureau 
cars with an .agent on either side of her -In the rear of the automobile and went 
directly to GUBITCHEV, who was then -being searched by Agents GRANVILLE and 
EDWARD MC CARTHT in the presence of SAC EDWARD SCHEIDT. The writer, following 
the apprehension, followed the cars in which the subjects were brought, to the 
United States Court House.,

The following memorandum supplements the memorandum of SA Daniel F. 

Garde, dated March 7, 1949, in the above case.

At approximately 9:04 PM on March 4, 1949, the writer observed V 

GUBITCHEV and COPLON leaving Bus #89 at the northwest corner of 14th Street 
and 9th Avenue. They crossed the intersection to the southwest corner together 
and proceeded from there to the southeast corner and then started walking east . 
on the south side of l4th Street. GUBITCHEV frequently turned completely around J 
to check for surveillances. They continued walking along 14th Street to the / 
southwest corner of 8th Avenue and 14th Street , where they entered a subway l 
station together. 1 

« S 

Both subjects entered a BMT train which was waiting at the station. 
This is the starting point of the Canarsie BMT Line. When they entered the train 
there were* no other persons on the train. This was at about 9:08 PM. The train J 
did not leave the station until approximately 9:15 PM. By that time a few other 
passengers had boarded the train. 


At the Union Square stop, a crowd of passengers boarded the train 
and it was possible .for the agent then to enter the same car in which the 
subjects were riding. It was then. observed that COPLON and GUBITCHEV were 
occupying separate seats but were sitting adjacent to each other. COPLON faced 

west and GUBITCHEV faced south.

At the next stop, the Third" Avenue Station, subjects timed their exit 
just as the doors of the car were closing. The agent was unable to continue the 
surveillance without. an indiscretion. 


At the following Second Avenue stop, the writer placed a call on land- 
line to SA Kennedy, advising him of the location of the subjects. 

The writer arrived at the scene of the apprehension shortly after 
it was initiated.

At approximately 9:30 PM, March 4, 1949, I wqs cruising along 
East 15th Street, New York City, between Second and Third Avenues, in car 
#200. SA EDWARD MCCARTHY was with me. At .9:34 : PM, MCCARTHY saw COPLON and 
GUBICHEV together on the southeast corner of 15th Street and Third Avenue. 

Their 'location, was immediately broadcast to headquarters. 

I drove car $200 across Third Avenue on 15th Street and stopped a 
short distance from the intersection, and S A MCCARTHY got out. 

1 

I then backed car $200 into .Third Avenue and headed north. Just 
short of 16th Street on the east side of Third Avenue I observed SAC SCHEIDT, 

SA'S GRANVILLE,, CAREY and MCCARTHY placing both subjects unde* arrest. I 
stopped car $200 at the scene, and subject COPLON was escorted into the rear 
seat by SA MCCARTHY. SA T. S. MILLER got into the;rear seat and SA B. WILSON 
joined me in the front seat. 

I drove car $200 into the basement garage of the courthouse and subject 
COPLON and escorting agents got out and left the basement. 

I had no conversation -with COPLON and I did not hear her make any 
statements •

At9:33 p.m. ;I wa3 about ten yards behind GUBITCHEV and COPLON 
who were together and walking north on Third Avenue between 15th and 16th 
Streets. I had just left Car 220., 

At about 9:35 pai* SAC SCHEIDT and SA GRANVILIE left Car 220 
in front of me and made the* arrest of the subjects. 

I ismediately moved up and while they were still in their original 
, position I took GUBITCHEV by the arm from the rear. Then he was brought 
out by Car 220 which was parked abreast. "While SA GRANVILLE searched 
GUBITCHEV'S pockets I held his right arm and also patted him from the 
waist down for possible arms. I removed nothing. 


In approximately five minutes the search was finished and with 
SA J. F. M ALLEY holding GUBITCHEV'S left arm and 1 holding his right arm, 
he was placed in the rear seat of Car 220. 


With .SA GRANVILLE driving and SAC 
the car-proceeded immediately to the office. 


GUBITCHEV was then brought to complaint room C on the :6th floor 
This was approximately 9:50 p.m.. GUBITCHEV was placed in a chair. 


During the ride to the office and the detention by the author, 
GUBITCHEV was asked ■ no 1 questions and never spoke except when he was told 
to get in the car and replied, n 0.K. n ' At all times his arms were held 
securely by SA MALLEY and the writer. He made no suspecious motions whatever 
and cooperated in all movements necessary to his transportation. 
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GU3ITCHBV was then turned over to SA MC ANDREWS

At about 9:34 P. M\, Special Agent M. J. McDONAGH and T were 
in Car 200 cruising east on 13th Street between 2nd and 3rd Avenues, .New 
York City. ‘At 9:35 P. -M., as we approached the corner of 3rd Avenue and 
15th Street, JUDITH C0PL0N and VALENTIN A. GUBITCHEV were observed con the. 
southeast comer of 15th Street and 3rd Avenue. This Information. was 
broadcast on the radio. 

The car proceeded' across 3rd Avenue and I alighted from the i 
car and proceeded -to surveill COPLON and GUBITCHEV onlfoot. COPLON and. l 
GUBITCHEV were ’walking together on the ea^ side of 3rd Avenue, north fronj 
15th Street. .At- about ‘9:36 P. M., when COPLON and » GUBITCHEV were about I 
midway between 15th and 16th Streets on 3rd Avenue,, a Bureau automobile I 
stopped and tthe --apprehension of COPLON and' GUBITCHEV was made by Special / 
-Agent In Cha rge SCHEIDT and Special Agent GRANVILLE. 

I immediately ran across 3rd Avenue to. assist. I moved towards 
GUBITCHEV, Gut was directed by - Special .Agent .in Charge SCHEIDT to COPLON. 

I escorted COPLON to Car 200 which, was .stopped in the middle of 3rd Avenue 
and assisted her -to enter the roar seat of Car '200. I entered the .rear 
seat of Car*200 and sat beside COPLON. COPLON still 'retained possession 
of ’her handbag. I -reached over and took the handbag :froo her., I opened 
the ’ handbag and noted* that ;it contained a small package of Kleenex, a red 
'leather wallet, a paper envelope similar ‘to the type- for women .'s hosiery, 
and other material. ‘At this time, Special Agent T. S. MILLER was also 
■seated in ‘the :rear seat of , Car- 200 - , bn the other side of COPLON. -The .hand- 
bag was closed with* all contents as when It had been opened. Special 
AGENTS M. J. McDONAGH .and BREWER WILSON were , in the front seat of Car 200. 

At this time, approximately 9:40 P.M.^. Car 200 proceeded to the 
-New Yoxk Office. When the car was at 4th Avenue and 12th Street, COPLON 
requested a -kleenex. The handbag was opened and* COPLON .attempted to .pick 

a Heenex from the package.. She was unable to do so with ter gl ove -on. 

COPION removed her left glove and picked out a -piece of i teenex and wined 
her nose. The handbag was again shut. j; ;p" t 1. 
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Wien the cartas at 8th Street and 4th Avenue, it wsasnoticed 
ithat COPLON was crunching something in her mouth. She was asked if she was 
eating. COPIX)N replied in the affirmative and said it was a '’life-saver.” 

I -requested -to see it and she spit a "life-saver" into my hand. 

At about 9:50 P;M., Cat 200 was driven to the basement garage of 
the XJ. S. Court House and COPLON was escorted to the 6th Floor of the 
building. She was escorted to the nurse's office on the 6th Floor, 
accompanied by Special Agents T. S. MILLER, BREWER WILSON, Miss SAPPHO 
MANOS, MIssCHARA, and'ayself. In the nurse's office, 1 placed the handbag 
on the table. < About 9:55 P.M., the handbag was opened v by Special Agent 
T. S. MILLER -and the contents were emptied on the ; table. .He opened a 
.flat piece of -.plain 'paper which was sealed with scotch tape. Jnside of 
this piece of paper,, was another sheet of note paper which had handwriting 
on both sides. After reading -the handwriting aloud. Special Agent MILLER 
placed the paper in a cellophane envelope with another peice of paper which 
I Identified. 'The cellphone envelope was stapled. Special Agent -HILL5R 
then opened -the paper envelope similar to the type used for women's hosiery. 
This had a piece of scotch tape binding the flap to "the envelope. The 
envelope contained a numberof slips of paper approximately 5" X 7" in 
size ofl which there was typewriting.

At this point, approximately 10:00 P.M.,,1 left the room. 

From the time of COPION'S appihension until i placed the handbag 
on the table in the nurse’s office, the handbag was not opened except as 
noted above in this memorandum. At all times, her handbag was carried by 
iao in her immediate presence.

Shirley Aroaow waa appointed on dune 16* 1943 ae an expert in the 
Anti-Trust Division at New York City. This appointment waa offset ive on 
dune 17* 1943 at whioh. time aha took an oath of office. She waa. actually 
employed in the Economic Warfare Section at a salary of $3*000 per annua. 

An efficiency report dated March SI, 1945 waa under a rating by Robert Wohlforth. 

Asa Aroaow was recommended for a tranafer fro a the Economic Warfare 
Section of the War Division of the Department of Justice on dun* 7, 1943 to 
employment in. the Anrtl-Trutt Divlaion at $2,600 per annum. The reason *br the 
tranafer, according to a communication in the personnel file, waa that the flew, 
York Office of" the Economic Warfare Section waa being closed. The tranafer was 
effective on duly 1, 1946. Kisar Aronow* a position Waa abolished in * letter 
to her dated March 14* 1946 because of a reduction, in personnel. The date of 
her termination la given as April 15, 1946.

•at 5:35 PM, on March 4, 1949, JUDITH -OOPLON was observed on the 
lower, level of Pennsylvania Station . at the head of the escalator which leads 
froa- plat fora 11' of the station. 

The writer,, 'together -with .Miss CATHERINE CONDON, observed COPXON walk 
left on the lower -level apparently in search, of a locker in which to ch’eck the 
saall red colored hand-case of the vanity type which she was carrying. She 
placed ithis hand-case in locker #1035 located alaost In front of the Savarin 
Cafe on the lower level of Pennsylvania Station. 

:COPLON then walked upstairs In the .station, through the north waiting 
.rooa and went up 'the '.escalator leading to the- arcade which runs to the 7th, Avenue 
exit of Pennsylvania Station. It was noted that while ascending in the escalator 
COPLON looked back. 

COPLON walked through the arcade to the 7th Avenue exit aeanwhile 
looking. in one of the shops of -the arcade. On leaving the station at 7th Avenue 
•she walked north on 7th Avenue to 34th Street, crossed 7th Avenue to the east, 
side of 7th Avenue and continued walking ’to 37th Street and 7th Avenue.. At the 
intersection of 37th, Street and' 7th Avenue she turned around and.retraced her 
steps to 491 7th Avenue- entering Weitzaan's Bar at that' address. She entered 
T/eit 2 nan*s about ,5:45 PM.

At 5:35 p.m. on March 4, 1949, subject JUDI1H COPLCN was 
observed by the writer leaving Pennsylvania Station. At this time, the 
writer was accompanied by Agents BRENER WILSON and EDWARD F. MC CARIHY 
and by Steno KAY CONDON. The writer, in the corpany of the three persons 1 
mentioned above, surveilled MISS COPLCN to Wei tzman's Restaurant, 491 
Seventh Avenue, which she entered at approximately 5:46 p.m. During this 
period it was noted that COFLON frequently glanced back over her shoulder 
as if to check for a possible surveillance. When approaching Weitzman's 
Restaurant, it was noted that COPLCN walked past the restaurant to 37th 
Street, then turned, and retraced her steps to the restaurant which is 
located four or five doors south of 37th Street. It was also noted that 
before leaving Penn Station the subject placed the vanity case which she 
had brought with her in a locker located on the lower level of Pem Station 
near the entrance to the Savarin Restaurant.- 

At approximately 5:55 p.m., COPLON left the restaurant 
and proceeded on foot to the Independent Subway at Eighth Avenue and 42nd 
Street. It was noted that she no -longer appeared to be looking back 
following her departure from the restaurant. It is further pointed out 
that the Eighth Avenue Subway, which she entered at 42nd Street and Eighth 
Avenue, was available to her at Penn Station. 

COPLON boarded an Uptown A Train at approximately 6:10 p.m. 
At this point, Steno KAY CONDON dropped off the surveillance which was 
continued by Agents WILSON, MC CARIHY and the writer. 


COPLON left the train at the 181st Street stop on the 
Independent line. She went up the stairs and proceeded south along the 
subway ramp leading to the 181st Street exit. After walking a part of the 
distance,, she turned and retraced her steps, walking toward the northernmost 
subway exit at the opposite end of the long ramp. At this point, pursuant 
to office instructions, the surveillance was discontinued by Agents WILSON, 
MC CARIHY and the writer, and the subject's location at that time was tele- 
phonically furnished the office. / t— 
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Jt was the opinion of the writer and the two other Agents 
mentioned above that the subject was again checking for a possible surveil- 
lance at 181st Street but that there was no indication at any time that 
she had made the surveilling Agents. 

After dropping the surveillance , Agents WILSCN , MG CAR THY 
►and the writer proceeded to Car #194, which was parked at 190th Street and 
Broadway, and joined Agents T. SCOTT MILLER and JOHN P. DALEY* 

At 7:13 p.m., COPLON was observed by all Agents in. Car #194 
as she walked slowly back and .forth between 192nd and 190th. Streets on the 
east side of Broadway,, ultimately passing out of the sight of the Agents 
in Car #194* 


At approximately 7:20 p.m., thewriter entered the IRT 
Subway Tunnel’ at 190th Street and Broadway, which leads to the 191st Street 
stop of the IRT Subway. About half way down this long tunnel, the writer 
observed VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV coming toward him, walking toward the 
Broadway exit from the tunnel. No effort was made to surveil GUBITCHEV but 
the writer continued through the tunnel to the subway entrance where he 
telephonically advised the Radio Room of GUBITCHEV'S whereabouts. After 
waiting about five minutes, the writer returned through the subway tunnel 
to Broadway and rejoined Agents DALEY, MILLER and WILSON in Car #1^4. 

At approximately 7:45 p.m., the occupants of Car #194 were 
advised that GUBITCHEV had boarded the south-bound Broadway bus at 192nd 
Street. Car #194 surveilled this bus as it passed them on Broadway and 
observed GUBITCHEV alighting from the bus. at the first stop south of 190th 
Street. Thereafter, GUBITCHEV continued walking south along the west side 
of Broadway. Car #194 proceeded past the subject to 185th Street and 
Broadway, where subject COPLON was observed walking north on the west side 
of Broadway toward GUBITCHEV, who was approaching frco the opposite direction 
as indicated above. 

The writer left Car #194 at this .point to observe the 
impending meeting between the two subjects. Fran a distance of approximately 
fifty feet, concealed behind the automobiles parked on the west side of 
Broadway, dt was possible for the writer to clearly view the two subjects 
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as they ep proached from opposite directions on Broadway, meeting at a 
point between 185th and 186th Streets. It was observed that subject 
GUBITCHEV stopped as COPLON approached and turned toward her. COPLON 
slowed down slightly but did not stop. As she passed GUBITCHEV she 
looked back at him over her left shohlder and continued walking north. 

To the writer, it appeared that GUBITCHEV seemed surprised that COPLON 
did not stop. He remained standing, looking after COPLON apparently 
undecided which way to go. After a minute or two, he started walking 
at a fast rate after COPLON and appeared to be overtaking her. 

In view of the fact that the two subjects were already 
under surveillance by several other Agents, the writer remained in the 
bus stop at 185th Street and Broadway on the east side of the street 
until the two subjects had walked a distance of about two blocks north on 
Broadway. ihe writer then proceeded after them, walking on the east side 
of Broadway and reaching the vicinity of 190th Street in time to see subject 
COPLON turn west on 190th Street and walk up the hill and out of sight. 

At this point, the time was approximately 7:57 p.ra. GUBITCHEV was not in 
3ight at this time. 

About two minutes later, subject COPLON was observed returning 
to Broadway, walking east along- the west side of 190th Street. She crossed 
190th Street and entered the IRT tunnel at that location. At this point, 
the writer was Joined by Agents WILSON and JOHN R. MURFHX, who had had 
COPLCN under surveillance from different points.

On the evening .of March 4, 1949, the writer was assigned to the 
surveillance* of the above named subject in the vicinity of 190th and 
Broadway. , 

She was first seemat about 6:48 P.M. as she walked north oh Broadway 
on the west side^of the street between 187th and 189th Streets. , COPLCN 
continued walking until she reached a luncheonette at 4451 Broadway 
between 190th and 192nd Streets, which place she entered at about 6:53 P.M. 
and where she remained for about .5 minutes. TOxile there, COPLCN appeared 
to bo engaged in conversation with the woman behind the counter, and may 
have been drinking something. 

After leaving 4451 Broadway, COPLCN walked to 192nd Street and Broadway 
where she crossed to the east side of the street, again, walked north and 
took a position on the southeast corner of 193rd *and Broadway in front of 
the Terrace Drug store, 4500 Broadway. After ‘about 5 minutes of waiting 
CCPLCN paced the block between 193rd i Street and' Fairview Avenue, returning 
to her position at 193rd Street. (At this point,, the writer rejoined Bureau 
car #200 which was parked oh 187th Street west of Broadway). 

Again, at about 7: 32 5 P.M. COPLCN was seen by the writer, walking south 
on Broadway near 187th Street, this time on the east side- of- Broadway. She

CGPLCN had walked up this slight incline 
(west 190th Street) to Bennett Avenue, a . short block away, immediately 
doubled back toward Broadway, which action at that point afforded her an 
excellent opportunity to determine whether she was under surveillance.

COPLCN walked the entire length of the tunnel, which measures about 
blocks, at a moderate pace, casually glancing over her shoulder on' one 
occasion, as she neared the east or subway end. CGPLCN went directly to 
the downtown platform where she read a magazine while waiting for the train 
which arrived after a 5-7 minute wait. As she entered the subway train, 

CGPLCN glanced casually to hex:< left, possibly in an effort to detect a 
surveillance. However, during the ‘entire subway trip, CGPLCN read the 
magazine, and was never noticed professing, any interest in the people around 
her on the train.

At the Times Square stop, CGPLCN left the train, and exited to the 
street on 42nd Street just west of 7th Avenue. Upon reaching the northwest 
comer of 42nd Street and 7th Avenue, CGPLCN stood hesitatingly as if 
undecided as to the direction she would .proceed. She turned, and strolled 
to a position on 7th Avenue at 42nd Street in front of a United Cigar Store, 
where she stood rather , nonchalantly apparently awaiting the arrival of 
another- person.

At, any rate, GUBITCHEV .passedCOPLCN as they neared 9th Avenue, and 
seeing a waitin g s outhbound bus on 9th Avenue , / he be gan runnin g for it. Ihen > 
she isaw lthis,, CCFLCN followed suit boarding the : bus iawediately behind 
GUBITCHEV. The bus pulled away almost Immediately after CCFLCN entered it 
This occurrence took place at about 8:53’ P.M.

At this point, subject was being surveilled by SA JOHN F. MALLEY,

Mien he came along 
side of COPLON, GUBITCHEV walked over next to her and walked immediately beside 
her for about five ©r six steps, appearing to have exchanged a few words with 
her. It is net believed that anything passed between them at this time. This 
was about 7:55 P.M. 

Thereafter, GUBITCHEV walked at a very fact pace, walking ahead of 
COPLON and continued north on Broadway. As COPLON neared the corner of 190th 
Street and Broadway, the writer was joined by SA MARTIN CAREY. 

Oh reaching 190th Street and Broadway, it being noted GUBITCHEV was a 
considerable distance north of 190th Street, COPLON turned west and walked on 
the south side of 190th Stresfc to Behnett Avenue, which is one block west of 
Broadway. When she reached Bennett Avenue, COPLON turned around and retraced 
her steps, walking on the south side of 190th Street toward Broadway. 

The writer and SA CAREY, who had walked west on the north side of 
190th Street, continued t© Bennett Avenue and for a short distance South of 
190th Street on Bennett Avenue. Shortly thereafter, the writer returned to 
190th Street and Breadway, joined SA J. P. MA.LLEY and J. R. MURPHY and observed 
COPLON walking east in a tunnel leading to the IRT station. It is noted 
COPLON was the only person walking in the tunnel at this time. 

It was decided by the above agents that MURPHY should continue the 
surveillance ©n COPLON and that Agent MA.LLEY and the writer should drop off 
for security reasons due to the fact the latter two had surveilled COPLON 
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from Pennsylvania, Station to this area, as well as in this area. 

Agent MALLE Y and the writer then joined SAS MILLER and DALY in 
Car 194, located at 190th Street and Broadway. At about 8:55 P.M., all 
cars were advised that COPLON and CUBIT CHEV had hoarded a bus proceeding 
south on 42n<LJ3^reet and 9th Avenue. Agents in Car 194 proceeded to the 
vicinity of -l&bh Street and 9th Avenue and due to a flat tire on Car 194, 
Agents MA.I LE Y, MILLER and the writer joined Car 201, which was then occupied 
by SAS McGUINN and GARDE. 

At about 9:33 P.M. , a message was received that the two subjects 
had been located at 15th Street and 3rd Avenue, at which time Car 201 pro- 
ceeded directly to that point and the writer participated in the apprehension 
of the two subjects and assisted in transporting JUDITH COPLON to this office.

At approximately 5:35 pm on March 4, 1949, JUDITH GOPLON was 
observed by the writer on the lower level of Pennsylvania Station leaving 
Track #11 via the escalator. She proceeded to the lockers located near 
the Savarin Cafe and checked her vanity-size case in locker #1035. She 
then went upstairs to the upper level of Penn Station, walked through 
the waiting room to the main lobby, and got on the “up" escalator. It is 
noted that while COPLON was on the escalator, she was observed looking 
around her, possibly checking for a surveillance. 

COPLON thereafter proceeded to walk through the arcade which 
leads to Seventh Avenue, while walking through the arcade, she was ob- 
served looking in a store window. SA Brewer »<ilson and the writer sur- 
veilled COPLON walking north on the west side of Seventh Avenue, ohe 
proceeded to the northwest corner of 34th Street and Seventh Avenue, where 
she crossed Seventh Avenue to the northeast corner of 34th Street and 
Seventh Avenue. COPLON then proceeded north on the east side of Seventh 
Avenue to the southeast corner of 37th Street and Seventh Avenue, at which 
point she retraced her steps and entered a restaurant at 491 Seventh Avenue, 

located between 36th and 37th Streets. This was at approximately 5 s 45 pm.

At approximately 5:51 pm, the writer, at the request of SA iiilson, 
called SA Harold V. Kennedy in the radio room at the office and advised him 
of COPLON ’s location in the restaurant at the above address. It was also 
requested of Agent Kennedy that agents be sent to 37th Street and Seventh 
Avenue! ' 


COPLON was observed leaving the restaurant at about 5:55 pm. 

She walked to the southeast corner of 37th Street and Seventh Avenue, 
crossed Seventh Avenue to the southwest comer of 37th Street and Seventh 
Avenue and proceeded to walk north along the west side of Seventh Avenue 
to the southwest corner of 42nd Street and Seventh Avenue, jhile walking 
in this direction, it was noted by SAs Wilson, J. F, Malley, E. F. McCarthy 
and the writer that COPLON stopped and looked in the windows of a few 
stores, possibly trying to detect a surveillance. 


COPLON was thereafter surveilled walking west on 42nd Street, 4 
to the southwest corner of 42nd Street and Eighth Avenue. She thenja a lkp-d^

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down the stairs of the entrance to the Eighth Avenue Subway to the subway 
station, walked around the change booth and headed in the direction of the 
"downtown" turnstiles. She retraced her steps and was observed stopping a 
man, possibly to ask directions. COPLON was then observed to walk in the 
direction of the ''uptown 1 ' turnstiles. COPLON proceeded down the stairs to 
the uptown subway platform and at approximately 6jl0 pm boarded a north- 
bound Washington Heights, 207th Street Express train. 

The writer observed SA Wilson board this train. SA Mailer, who 
was observed on the subway platform prior to the time the train arrived in 
the station, was not observed on the platform following the train's departure. 
At this point, the surveillance was discontinued by the writer. 

At 6:12 pm, I again called SA Kennedy in the radio room at the 
office to advise him that COPLON had just boarded an Eighth Avenue north- 
bound Washington Heights, 207th Street Express train at 42 nd Street. I 
further advised Mr, Kennedy that I had observed Agent Wilson getting on 
the trainj that I presumed that Agent Malley was also on the train inasmuch 
as I had not observed him on the platform following the departure of the 
train from the station.

Mr. WHITSON advised that when making the affidavit concerning the 
documents recovered from COPLON the agent should restrict himself to the 
following general statement; "Abstracts of Government documents pertaining 
to the national security in the custody of the Department of Justice." 


I advised Mr. WHITSON that SA Sober t R. Granville will furnish the 
oral affidavit relative to the apprehension and SA T. Scott Miller, Jr., 
will furnish the affidavit concerning the documents. 



On the afternoon of March 5, 1949, Mr. WHITSON of the Bureau ad- 
ij vised that the Bureau desires this office to immediately interview ROBERT 
f/ WOHLFORTH and PAULINE SLAVIN in connection with this case. 

While I was speaking later to Assistant Director Ladd I advised 
him that the agents handling this case have been on their feet since early 
yesterday morning and consequently we would prefer to handle these inter- 
views the first thing next week. Mr. Ladd advised that it would be satis- 
factory for these interviews to be conducted on Monday, 


With reference to Mr. WHITSON’S call on the affidavits as set out 
above, Mr. LADD advised that the affidavit prepared for Mr. DELAVIGNE at the 
Washington Field Office had been too voluminous and too detailed, with par- 
ticular reference to FBI reports, therefore we should be sure to clear any 
proposed affidavit with the Bureau before giving it our O.K,

At 5?45 pm on March 7, Mr. Leo Laughlin of the Bureau ca 
to ascertain whether JUDITH COPLON was still in custody. Supervisor 
Granville checked this and advised that she was still at the City House 
of Detention. Mr. Laughlin was so advised. 



At 1?40 pm on March 8, I spoke to Mr. Leo Laughlin to advise him 
that we are sending the Bureau a teletype indicating that GOPLON may make 
bail about 2:00 pm on March 8. At approximately 1:50 pm, Mr. Laughlin 
called back to ask whether we were considering putting a surveillance on 
COPLON when she leaves the House of Detention. I advised him we were not 
considering such a surveillance inasmuch as COPLON is a public figure and 
reporters will be trying to contact her. He advised that the purpose of 
such a surveillance would be to see whom she contacts on her release from 
the House of Detention. I advised him that her brother, BERTRAM, is 
constantly in contact with her and is attempting to arrange her release^ 
that she has an attorney and it is not likely that she will attempt to 
contact any figures involved in this case. Further, that a surveillance 
under the existing conditions would be very difficult and might well result 
in embarrassing publicity* I advised that if the Bureau desires us to 
place a surveillance on her, we will attempt to do so, but it is our judg- 
ment that it is not desirable.

On the afternoon of March 7, MILTON LEWIS of the "Herald Tribune" 
called and advised that a rumor was circulating to the effect that JUDITH 
COPLON was employed by or was an agent of the FBI. He wanted to know if 
this were true. It is noted that this innuendo appeared in the "Daily 
worker" of March 7 and v/as commented on by the "World Tele gram" on Mar ch 7 
as having come from the "Daily Worker" . 

It appeared to me desirable to scotch any such rumor. Conse- 
quently, I advised Mr. LEWIS strongly that JUDITH COPLON had never been 
connected in any way with the FBI. 

I immediately called Mr. John McGuire of the Bureau to advise 
him of this call from MILTON LEWIS add of my reply to LEWIS. I informed 
Mr. McGuire that while we had made no comments on this case prior to this 
on definite bureau instructions, I did feel that we should refute this 
rumor rather than allow any doubt to remain in the mind of the reporter, 
that I thought this was necessary for the protection of the Bureau. Mr. 
McGuire spoke to Mr. Nichols concerning this and called me back to advise 
that my reply was satisfactory. I advised Mr. McGuire that this office is 
continuing to make no comment to any other inquiries from the press.

Because of the fact that the Soviets might demand the return 
of these articles taken from GUBITCHEV, we suggested that the items be 
taken down by agent courier tonight for examination by the Laboratory on 
March 9th and returned here by courier. Mr. Laughlin advised this would 
be satisfactory*

VALENTINE ALEKSEEVICH GUBITCHEV, with aliases, was born June

in Leningrad, at Leningrad in 1933 and they have one daughter, VIOLETTA, 
born 1934 at Leningrad, U.3,S,R, VALENTINE GUBITCHEV enrolled in the

The following is a' detailed account of the physical surveil- 
lance maintained on JUDITH COPLON and VALENTINE A. CiPITCHEV on March 4, 
1949. It is set forth in narrative form in order not to break the 
continuity of the activities engaged in by the two Subjects • Following 
this narrative of the activities of C0PLON and GUBITCHEV, the detailed 
physical surveillance logs of the Agents will be set forth reflecting 
the exact information to which each Agent is able to testify. 

The times noted for the particular actions of COPLON and 
GUBITCHEV are very close approximates. 



5:35 p.m. JUDITH COPLON was observed to arrive at the Pennsylvania 

Station via Pennsylvania Railroad on train arriving on 
Track #11. She then left the track level by the 
escalator. 

5:37 p.m. COPLON proceeded to lockers near SAVARIN CATE on lower level 

of Pennsylvania Station, and checked a red vanity-sized case, 
in Locker #1035. Special Agents Thomas Mendenhall and Dudley 
Payne of the Washington Field Office who had surveilled 
COPLON from Washington, D. C. to New York City, discontinued 
their surveillance of COPLON after she had checked her bag. 
COPLON was wearing a black cloth coat, had a grey, figured 
bandana on her head, ‘and carried a black pocketbook with gold 
trim. After checking her bag, COPLON walked upstairs, 
through the men's waiting room tnd to the main lobby of 
the Pennsylvania Station. COPLON then took the escalator 
. upstairs and proceeded through the arcade to 7th Avenue. 

COPLON walked north .on the west side of 7th Avenue to the 
north west corner of 34th Street and 7th Avenue, crossing 
to the east side of 7th Avenue, and then proceeded north 
to 37th Street. She turned and retraced her steps to 
1/YEITZMAN ' S BAR, 491 7th Avenue, located between 36 th and 
37th Streets, entering at approximately 5:45 p.m., and was 
observed sitting at the bar. 

During the course of the above travel by COPLON, she had 
frequently glanced back over -her shoulder and had stopped 
once and looked around. 
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5:55 p. m. COPLON left the restaurant, crossing to the west side of 

7th Avenue and 37th Street and walked north to 42nd 
Street. She then walked west along the south side of 42nd 
Streetto Sth Avenue. She crossed Sth Avenue and entered the 
8th Avenue Subway on the south east corner of 42nd Street and 
Sth Avenue. It was noted COPLON stopped occasionally to 
window-shop, but did not again look back after leaving 
WEITZMAN'S BAR. 


6;10 p.ra. COPLON, while in the subway, first walked toward the down- 
town turnstile, but then turned around and walked back to 
the uptown turnstile. She stopped a man and appeared to ask 
him a question. She then entered the uptown turnstile and ' 
boarded a north-bound lr A" train.- 


6;32 p.m. COPLON left the "A" train at the 181st Street stop of the 8th 

Avenue Subway. She then walked to the upper level of the sub- 
way station and walked south toward the 181st Street exit for 
a distance of about 50 feet. She then turned around and 
walked north toward the northern exit from the subway, which 
exit comes out at 184th Street. She turned once to look 
back as she neared the end of the platform- and then left the 
subway. It is noted COPLON was the only person to leave the 
subway by the exit to the north, and there were no other people 
on that end of the platform. 

The surveillance of COPLON was discontinued at this point.

At 4:50 p.m., GUBITCHEV was 
observed at the intersection of 42nd Street and 1st Avenue,, 
walking west from the above address . He via s accompanied by' 
an unidentified man. The two walked west on the north side 
of 42nd Street to the north west corner of Lexington Avenue 
and 42nd Street. They stood on the corner at that location 
for a few minutes and then separated at 5;05 p.m. 

It was necessary to drop, the surveillance of GUBITCHEV 
due to the fact that he was glancing around, and appeared to 
be checking for a surveillance.

C0PL0N left Bickford's Restaurant, and began walking north 
on the west side of Broadway.

They then stood 
together on the corner for several moments, looking about & 
in all directions. The neighborhood was very quiet, and the 
sidewalks in the vicinity almost deserted, GUBITCHEV and

diagonal extension of 9th Avenue, south of this five-street 
intersection.

All I need for my degree is the completion of 
a thesis . . While I’m not enthusiastic about it, I think I should complete 
this thesis by the summer. My subject will deal with certain aspects of 
international propaganda and its control."

"I first mot 'Stove', as ho is known, in tho summer of 1946 when 
wo both attended e class in 'International Organization' at tho graduate 
school of American University in Washington. 

"Stove is about 29 years of ago, an American by birth, and comes 
from El Paso, Toxas. At tho present time ho is working at tho Sional 
Corps in Arlington, Virginia. Ho has a P-3 or P-4 rating; I do not knew 
tho nature of his work since he is most secretive on this point ; he did 
toll mo several months ago though that ho had changed tho typo of work ho 
was doing. Stove came to Washington during tho war and, I believe, has 
boon working since, first as a GI and then as a civilian, at tho Signal 
Corps. Previously, hi hold some sort of civil service job in Texas or 
Arkansas and prior to that I think taught shcool , having received an II. A. 
in English literature from some southern US university. 

"I would 'characterize Steve as pro-Communist, albeit a bit of a 
'wishy-washy idealist' and politically naive. For example, in a conversa- 
tion that I had with him a fov; days ago, he mentioned somo people that ho'd 
mot in New York (apparently Communists); he told me that while he found 
himself agreeing with those pi cole sympathetically, he could not accept 
all of their 'realistic' approach. lie mentioned though that v?hon ho mot 
such people as a group, ho tended to agree with them 100$ in their presence, 
largely because they .wore usual -,y so shocked finding someone so 'liberal' 
from tho proverbially reactionary state of Toxas that he seemed to want them 
to. bo sure that he was ono of thorn. (I might add, as an aside, that until 
this very recent conversation with him, I'd never heard him express such 
qualifications to his previously seemingly more mature views.) 

"I do not know of any of his political affiliations. I know ho is 
a member of tho American Veterans Committee and that for a while ho 
associated, and may still associate, with various persons connected with

"Community Education, Inc . , sn intor-racial 'cultural' center in Washington. 
It was my vagus impression that Community 3d. was a pro-Coinmunist organiza- 
tion. Recently I read in a Bureau report who re one informant characterized 
the group as pro -Communist, but another characterized it as Socialist and 
one of its la r.dersfQBavid Campbell, as a Trotskyite. Steve also attended 
at least one meeting, a year or so ago, of the Washington Bookshop 
(subversive listings which was on the subject of Palestine and about which 
he was very enthusiastic; and was impressed with the speaks:

"Steve's closest friend, and former roommate, in Washington was 
Floyd /3-bo rt, who also .workod at the Signal Corps until he returned to 
Few York last summer-. Ho is working at present for some agenev of the 
New York State Government. Floyd graduated from Brooklyn College and 
was friendly 'with several people (mainly progressives.) whom I'd boon 
friendly with during college days, Floyd impressed no as being more 
■politically mature than Stove, although I do not know of any of -his previous 
or present political affiliations, 

"4s for Stove's personality — ho is seemingly sincere, intelligent, 
good-natured sort of person. On the negative side, he is quite shy, 
inclined to boring-, tidious discussions me obscure points, and has a 
general awkwardness, social and otherwise, like that of an- adolescent. 

'when I was attending American University (until Fob. 1948), I saw Steve 
about once every two or throo weeks; since then I've seen him infrequently, 

"With respect to his family background — his father, no w dead, 
was a Protestant minister; his mother teaches school in El Paso; ho has an 
older sister who is Carried and an older brothoa^P Robert Stovcnson. Robert 
is a pianist and composer and is now teaching the Westminster Choir 
College in Princeton, Now Jersey, About a year or more ago, Robert gave 
a concert in Now York City which included his own works., ono of ‘which, I 
vaguely remember, was devoted to John Brown, or some other progressive 
American historical .figure, and had a slightly progressive flavor. From 
what Steve has told me, I would say that financially his family has boon 
relatively peer.

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"Lorraine and I lived iil the seme neighborhood in. Brooklyn, were 
quite friendly in high school, drifted apart during college days and saw 
ach other rarely after that. In about October 1947, Lorraine married 
KAlvin Sinderbrand who was then and is new studying at Georgetown Univer- 
sity law schoo_j_ Since Lorraine 's been in Washington I 'vo seen her only 
a few times j although personally I'd like to see her more often. I’ve 
felt restricted because of her progressive political leanings. 


"Lorraine is about 26 years' of ago, American by birth. She attended 
Brooklyn College two or three years, left to take a secretarial course, 
and held secretarial jobs until she enlisted in the 7TAVES during the war. 

T/hen she first came to Washington she worked as a stenographer in the 
Patent Offico, Dept of Commerce ; she tcld me she was extremely bored by 
this work, deplored her reactionary colleagues. She thought for a while 
she might try to got somo work at the Levy, in view of her former ^association 
as a WAVE, but I do not think she pursued the idea. Whether she was. ■ ^ 
dissuaded from doing so, in light of the Loyalty pro-ram, I do not know. 

At the present time she is not workin- but is attending a school of 
fashion design during the day. 


"When I first know Lorraine, although an intelligent end relatively 
sophisticated girl, she was not politically active, although she might 
have been a passive member of the American Student Union when at college. 

At the present time, she is very much interested in progressive groups and 
appears to have developed a groat deal politically. I do net know whether 
she is or has bean a member of the CP. The only political affiliation I 
know of on her part is that just previous to coming to Washington she workod 
as a volunteer on a campaign being conducted by the Veterans of the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade. 

"I might add that I have tried, the few times I 've seen or spoken 
with her, to avoid political discussions because of the anomalous status 
I must occupy in her thoughts. She remembers me as a Communist, and I 
think she is confused as to whether I still am a C (and if so why I continue 
to work for the Govt in Washington), or if I’ve 'sold out'. I think her 
opinion is that I am somewhere between the two, that is, that I'm just a 
neurotic .

"Lorraine has a pleasing personality, slightly reserved; she is 
intelligent and outwardly appears v;oll~poised and well -adjusted. However, 
a few days ago she told me that she had been considering going to a 
psychiatrist, .'/hen I said I was surprised, she remarked that she really 
thought she needed it and was not being superficial or a faddist. 

"Her family background is fairly comfortable financially. Her 
father owns a tie factory in Paterson, I. gw Jersey. Her oldest Waster is 
married and Rethink lives in Paterson., Her other older sister, 1 o§ophio, 
is married bo^Everett Po arlburg^Md’^lives * in Brooklyn . My impression is • 
that during the time I know her in Brooklyn, Sophie was a Communist and 
was probably then, if not now, a ; .ember of the CP. At the present time 
Sophie is a. housewife, has one young child. Her husband is in some sort of 
export-import business which requires that he travel a lot in the US;

Agent HILLER signed both receipts and requested 
COPLON to sign both of them and added that the original of both would'be 
given to COPLON. COPLON stated that 'she would not sign either" receipt " 
and would not accept the signed receipt from Agent MILLER, and, further, 
objected to Agent MILLER signing the receipts* She qualified this state- 
ment by adding that she would not do any of this without consulting an 
attorney.

Interview Concerning Gubi'tchev's 
Association »ith Coplon 

At 10:55 P.M., March 4, 1949, the interview with GUBITCHEV was 
begun by the above mentioned agents who identified themselves to GUBITCHEV. 
ji -t 11:00 P.M, , March 4, "1949, GUBITCHEV was advised that he was not obliged 
to make any statement; .that any statement he did make would be used in court 
against him and tnat he was entitled to retain an attorney if he desired one. 



GUBITCHEV advised that he understood his .rights as outlined 
abbve. GUBITCHEV furnished his name, address, occupation, the identity of 
his wife and daughter and decl ned to answer any other questions concerning 
his activities on March 4, 1949 unless a representative of his country was 
present to give official approval to GUBITCHEV to answer these questions. 
GUBITCHEV refused to answer any question involving his activities on the day 
or evening of March 4, 1949. He stated that he did not know the identity of 
the young lady in whose company he was observed by Bureau agents on the even- 
ing of March 4, 1949, and who has been identified by Bureau agents as JUDITH. 
COPLON. 

In this connection GUBITCHEV stated that he had never known / 
any person by the name of JUDITH COPLON. GUBITCHEV stated that he had nev^r / 
seen this woman during the evening of March 4, 1949 prior to his arrest. He/ 
also stated that he had never seen JUDITH COPLON at any time prior to his a-rrest 
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OUBIfCi-jEY refused to enter into, any discussion of the subject 
COPLOh. He stated that he had never engaged in any espionage or other illegal 
activity. and advised that he had never been employed by any intelligence 
service. GUBITCHEV did state that the ,,125.00 found in an envelope°on his 
person at the time of the search was his money which he intended to use for 
the purchase of household goods. In view of GUBITCHEV'S refusal to answer 
any questions concerning his association with CCPLON on March 4, 1949 or prior 
thereto the balance of the interview was devoted to obtaining GUBITCHEV'S 
background information which GUBITCHEV freely volunteered to the interviewing 
agents. The interview with GUBITCHEV was terminated on the specific instruc- 
tions of RAYMOND WHSjJRTY, a Special assistant to the .attorney General at 
2:37 a.K., March 5, 1949. 


The period between 2:37 and GUBITCHEV'S initial appearance 

before USDJ RIFKIND at 4:48 a.M.-, March 5, 1949, was devoted to making 
GUBITCHEV comfortable by offering him food, rest and requesting his signature 
on receipts of property romo-ved from his person. 
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The following is the background information that GUBITCHEV 
volunteered to Special Agents Thomas J, McAndrews and Robert J. Wirth: 

He advised that his full name isTVAIENTINE ALEKSEEVICH GUBITCHEV, 
and that he had never used any- other names; t hat he was born June 24* 1916 at 
Qrel, USSR, and that his wife, LIDA, was born, in March, 1915 at Leningrad, USSR* 
He stated that he married 'his wife, LIDA, in 1933 at Leningrad, and that 1 they 
have one child, a daughter , VIOLETTA, who was born in 1934 at Leningrad,' USSR. 

He advised that he has no living relatives other than his wife and daughter, 
and explained this by stating that all of them had passed away from natural 
causes during World War II, He further advised that his wife was an orphan 
and had no living relatives other than he, GUBITCHEV, and child, VIOLETTA. 

' • He stated that he enrolled at the Leningrad Institute For 
Civil Engineering in 1934; that he -attended this institute for six years, 
studying Civil Engineering, and that he also attended English courses during 
his first three years of attendance at the institute. He advised that he 
graduated in 1940 and was immediately assigned to the Ministry of Construction; 
that his duties with the Ministry of Construction. were the building of housing 
projects and factories. He stated that he was so employed until 1944* and 
during this tenure of employment, was assigned to work in the Ural Region of 
the USSR, 


He explained that he was exempt from military service in the 
USSR armed forces during World War II as he was "a qualified man'? and as such 
was assigned to work for which he was trained, GUBITCHEV stated that in 1944 
he went to Moscow in order to complete his education, where he enrolled in the 
Moscow Civil Construction Engineering School, which school he attended, studying 
Civil Engineering until the middle of 1945, According to GUBITCHEV, at that 
time he was selected by the Personnel Unit of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
for duty with the USSR diplomatic service. He advised that he was selected 
for this duty as it was known that he had studied English for three years at 
the Leningrad Institute and had also continued home study of the English 
language. 


GUBITCHEV stated that his knowledge of English was the only 
reason he knew of for his selection by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs for 
diplomatic service* He stated that he was first assigned to clerical duties 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Moscow, Early in 1946 he was made a 
Third Secretary in the USSR diplomatic service, but continued his clerical 
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duties for some time* 

In this connection, he stated he had never attended a special 
school wherein he was trained for- .his diplomatic work or related work,, and 
again reiterated that the only advanced formal education he had received was 
at the Leningrad Institute For Civil Engineering, and the Moscow Civil Con- 
struction Engineering School* 

He continued by stating that in the Spring of 1946, a member 
of the Personnel Unit of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, whose name he did not 
know, asked him if he, GUBITCHEV, would like to accept employment in the United 
States as a UN employee* According to GUBITCHEV, he didn't want to accept 
employment with the UN,' but was later advised that it had been so arranged,, and 
that he would be employed as an engineer by the UN*, He advised that he, together 
with his wife,. LIDA and daughter, VIOLETTA, arrived at the Port of New York 'as 
passengers aboard the SS WASHINGTON, on July 20, 1946; that they were travelling 
on diplomatic passports and. diplomatic visas issued by- the American Embassy at 
Moscow, USSR* In this connection, he stated that this was his first assignment 
outside of the USSR, and that, in fact, he had never been outside the USSR prior 
to the date of this departure for the United States, 

He stated that when he and his family first arrived in the 
United States they resided at the Robert Fulton Hotel, 228 East 71st Street, 

New York City; that thereafter they resided at several addresses which he 
could not remember,, for short periods of time, but that they finally took an 
apartment in the Spring of 1947, at the corner of HOfch Street and Riverside 
Drive, where they resided for several months,* He advised that they then 
moved to an apartment at 158 West 106th Street, New York City,, where they 
resided until August of 1948* He stated that in August of 1948 his daughter , 
VIOIETTA , returned to Russia to -complete her education. He advised that he 
does not know VIOLETTA'S address, but that she is- attending a boarding school 
which is operated by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs -in Moscow, He stated 
that when he or his wife write jto their daughter, they ‘address the mail in care 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Moscow, USSR, In this connection,, he stated 
that a friend of theirs recently arrived from Moscow and had seen his daughter, 
and that she was well. He refused to name^Ehis individual, but it is noted 
that a friend of the GUBITCHEV family, ojKALEXEI KUZMICH SHUBNIKOV, who, 
according to the Telephone Directory of the UN, dated February 1, 1949, is a 
UN employee of the Department of Economic Affairs, Transport and Communications 
Division, in’ which division he is employed as the Chief, Research and Documenta- 
tion Section, recently returned to the United States from Moscow* 
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He advised that after his daughter had returned to Moscow, USSR, 
he and his wife moved to a smaller apartment, located at 64 West 108th Street, 

New York City, where they still reside* He stated that he is now employed as 
an Engineer XIII, by the United Nations, and is attached to the Headquarters 
Planning Office, Department of Administrative and Financial Services, 405 East 
42nd Street, New York City, He advised that he is now making #6,600*00 yearly* 

fsjjf On being questioned as to who is his superior, he advised that 

Mr* MOROZOV , First Secretary of the USSR, UN Delegation, 680 Park Avenue, was 
his superior, . He, however, later changed this statement, stating that Mr. 
MOROZOV was an official of the USSR Russian delegation to the United States 
that he contacted concerning his passport and visa problems* He advised that 
he knew no' other personnel of the USSR UN delegation located at 680 Park Avenue, 
New York City, and further stated that he did not know any USSR EmbassjLemployees 
at Washington, D«. C* He, however, stated that he was acquainted with a'fMr* 
SOROKIN,; former Vice Consul of "the USSR Consulate,, New York City, who h4 had 
previously seen on. several occasions concerning his passport * He further stated 
that Mr* SCROKIN was the only member of the former USSR Consulate located in 
New York City that he had ever contacted* 

WAIVER ‘OF SEARCH 

During the interview with VALENT INE A. 1 GUBITCHEV,. he was asked 
if he would. consent, to a search of his home, 64 West 108th Street, New York 
City, and he declined, GUBITCHEV refused to furnish any waivers of any kind 
and declined to accept receipts listing the property removed from his person 
at the time of his arrest when they were offered to him. Similarly, he de- 
clined to sign any receipts itemizing the property taken from him at the time 
of his arrest and subsequent- thereto. 


At 4:46 Ai-M* on March 5, 1949, 


was 


served with a subpoena requiring his appearance before the Grand Jury sitting 
in the United States District Court, for the S'outhern District of New York. 


The subpoena was served by RAY MOND 1HEARTY* Special Assistant to t he Attorney 
General, and was returnable ox j ^ refused to 

accept service. He was advised by Mr, WHEARTY that he had no choice as to 
whether he could accept or decline service,.

At 4:48 A.M,, March 5, 1949, GUBITCHEV was brought before 
United States District Judge SIMON H. RIFKIND of the Southern District of. 

New York in Judge RIFKIND 1 s chambers. Both COPLON and GUBITCHEV were advised 
by Judge RIFKIND of their right to obtain counsel and both indicated a desire 
to do so. Mr. GUBITCHEV expressed the desire first to contact representatives 
of his government* He was advised that telephone facilities were available to 
him. 

At 5s00 A.M. the hearing adjourned until 7:00 A.M. to'alldw" 

COPION and GUBITCHEV time to obtain counsel,, GUBITCHEV communicated in Russian wifh 
the. USSR delegation to the United Nations by telephone, according to his own 
statement.: He spoke te-lephonically with a person whom he identified as his 
wife . At 6:25 A.M., March 5, 1949, GUBITCHEV received an incoming telephone 
call from a person whom he voluntarily described as Mr. LEONID MCROZOV, First 
Secretary of the USSR delegation to the United Nations. GUBITCHEV hold agents 
in attendance that he had advised MOROZOV of his location, and that MCROZOV 
had indicated ,he would come down to the United States Court House to see 

GUBITCHEV. 

At 6.i36 A.M,, GUBITCHEV was brought ho Judge RIFKIND’ s chambers 
and- Mr. 1HEARTY advised Judge RIFKIND that GUBITCHEV had been unable to obtain 
counsel. He suggested that the preliminary hearing be held over until 11*0© A.M. , 
March 5, 1949. Judge RIFKIND then explained to GUBITCHEV his right to be 
represented by counsel, and agreed that the hearing be adjourned until 11:00 A.M. 
-in order that GUBITCHEV might obtain counsel. Judge - RIFKIND remanded GUBITCHEV 
to the custody of the Federal Bureau of Investigation until 11:09 A.M,, March 5, 
1949, and declined to fix bail for GUBITCHEV until CUBIT CHEV was represented by 
counsel at the hearing. scheduled for 11:00 A.M*, March 5, 1949. 
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Following the apprehension of COPLON and GUBITCHEV upon Bureau 
instructions, Mr. Raymond P. -.’[hearty, Special Assistant to the Attorney General, 
was brought to the New York Office. He communicated with Mr. Peyton Ford of 
the Department relative to the particular charges against COPLOW and GUBITCHEV. 

A complaint was drawn up, alleging a violation by VALENTINE A. 
GUBITCHEV and JUDITH COPLON of Sections 371, 793, 794 and 2071, Title 18, U. S. 
Code. This complaint was signed by SA T. Scott Miller, Jr. in the presence of 
Judge Simon H. Rif kind on March 5, 1949. 

At 11; 00 a.m., Judge Rif kind held the arraignment, at which time 
COPLON ' S attorney, BERTRAM ADAMS, waived hearing. Her bail was set at 020 , 000 . 

At the arraignment GUBITCHEV still had not obtained counsel, and 
his bail was set at $100,000. In default of bail both COPLON and GUBITCHEV were 
turned over to the .custody of DANIEL J. McGARTAN by agents. GUBITCHEV was 
committed to the Federal House of Detention and COPLON to the Womens House of 
Detention, March 5, 1949. McGARTAN is U.S. Deputy Marshal.

The following persons interviewed, "by SA J. B. Murphy and the writer 
regarding the subjects in the above matter, particularly as to whether they 
had noticed that the subjects had been in the neighborhood of 193rd Street & 

Broadway on March 4, 1949, or any date prior thereto. Photographs of the 
subjects were exhibited with negative results: 

ABRAHAM N. ANTOPOLSKY - proprietor of a cigar and 

candy store, 4520 Broadway, which is on the northeast 
corner of Broadway and 193rd Street 

ALEX S. LEVINE - druggist, 4500 Broadway, which store is 
on the southeast corner of Broadway and 193rd Street 

SAM 3ANKMAN - grocer, 4500 Broadway 

PETER RAMUNDO - shoe repair shop, 4500 Broadway. The 
latter stated he could not recall any woman in his 
shop on February 18, 1949, to have her shoe strap 
fixed 

RALPH DeLUCIA - owner, and WILLIAM BASSIE, .waiter, at 
the DeLuxe Restaurant, 143 Dyckman Street 

Mr. E. T. SULLIVAN, Divisional Superintendent, New York City Omnibus 
Corporation, 100th Street & Lexington Avenue, advised his records reflected that 
Bus #89 of the company was in service on Run #1075 with Driver #1353 on the 
evening of March 4, 1949. He stated that according to his records, Bus #89 was 
picked up by the driver at the bus depot at 54th Street and 9th Avenue at 8:50 PM, 
proceeded southbound. He advised that -the bus would normally reach the corner 
of 42nd Street & 9th Avenue approximately at 8:55 PM. He further advised that 
the proper person upon whom a subpoena might be served is Mr. C. R. BARNES, 

- Superintendent of Transportation, New York City Omnibus Corporation, 605 West 

132nd Street, New York City. w 
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Mr. WILLIAM IRWIN, Driver #1353, was interviewed. He stated that he 
picked up Bus #89 at 54th Street and 9th Avenue on March 4, 1949, at 8:50 PM. 
He further stated that the hus arrived at 42nd Street and 9th Avenue at 
approximately 8:55 PI-I. The photographs of the subjects were exhibited to 
IRWI5T out he did not recall either one. He stated he has no recollection 
of the suojects being on his bus nor has he any information regarding them. 

The photographs which were exhibited to all the above named persons 
included front view, side view and full length pictures of both subjects.

On March S, 1949 Jiiss PAULINE SLAVIK was inter viewed at the New 
York Office by Special Age/t MARTIN ?. rn REY and the \w4*epr Information 
furnished by Miss SLAVE! miring this interview is set forth herein under 
two headings. 

Acquaintance To th JUDM® SR?!® 

Miss SLAVE first met JUDITH COPLOL one and a half to two years 
ago in Washington, D.C. She believes she was introduced to C ''PLOW by 
BEATRICE BRAND 7 ' (phonetic) one evening when Miss SLAV® and MISS BRAUDE 
were to attend a movie and Miss BRAUDE showed up accompanied by Miss COPLOW. 
Miss SIAVEJ has no very clear recollection of this meeting. BEATRICE BRAUDE 
is a State Department employee now in France. At that time she was living 
in an apartment on Mozart Place, 'Washington, but Miss SLAVIN’ believes that 
her family maintains a residence in Wot York City. 


Miss SLAV® can not remember when she last saw Miss COPLOW but be- 
lieves it was at one or more parties which they might both have attended in 
Washington. She can not remember any such parties but feels there must have 
been something of that sort following her initial meeting with COPLOW. 


Miss SLAV® has seen C0PL01I about eight or ten times since that 
first meeting. These meetings consisted of luncheon and dinner engagements 
in Washington, D.C. including one dinner at Miss COPLON's apartment and one 
party in Miss SLAV® ' s apartment. Miss SLAV® last saw Miss COPLOW during 
a luncheon engagement at ALFONSO'S Restaurant in Washington, D.C. about 
three or four months ago. No one else was ever present on any of the occasions 
when Miss SLAV® met Miss COPLOK with the exception of the initial meeting 
and the party at Miss SLAVIN' s apartment. On the latter occasion all persons 
present were 'friends of Miss SLAV® who were not previously acquainted with 
Miss COPLON. 'Excepting also any parties which they may have attended after 
the initial meeting, concerning which Miss SLA VP! has no recollection whatsoever.) 
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Miss SLAVES does not know Miss COPLON 's family, nor does she know ariy of 
Miss COPLON 's friends. As far as she knows BEATRICE BRAIJI)! is their only mutual 
friend and she doubts that Miss BPAUD*’ and Miss COPLON are close friends. 

Miss SLAVIK described her acquaintance with COPLON as a "growing 
friendship" rather than one which had already matured. It was based on a 
mutual interest in music, literature, etc. Miss COPLON sometimes called her 
to inquire about literature on music on which Miss SLAVIN' is well informed. 

Their conversations on such occasions as they were together were purely 
social and Miss SLAVIK has no knowledge of Miss COPLON' s political views 
or activities. 

Miss SLAVIK'S last contact with COPLON was a telephone call whTbh 
she received from COPLON early last February. Miss SLAVIK believes that she 
was in Fashin^ton when she received this call. Miss SLAVIK remembers two de- 
tails concerning this conversation. Miss COPLON mentioned that she was think- 
ing of some man in terms of marriage (but did not mention his name) and also 
stated that she planned to be-in New York February 18th. Since Hiss SLAVIK 
also was planning to be in New York about that time, a possible meeting was 
discussed. Miss COPLON gave Miss SLAVIK her Brooklyn telephone number but 
the meeting was left indefinite due to the fact that COPLON had other apooint- 
ments and the duration of Miss SLAVIK 's stay in New York was uncertain. Ac- 
tually Miss SLAVIK left New York on February 18th and did not see COPLON nor 
have any occasion to use the phone number. Miss SLAVIK stated that she has 

never seen nor talked to COPLON in New York City. 

* 

Other details mentioned by Miss SLAVIK in connection with her assoc- 
iation with COPLON included the fact that s ho had secured a book "Progress 
of Music" at Hiss COPLON' s request several months ago. She believes she .may 
have commented about giving Miss COPLON this book during their last telephone 
conversation. STMVIN also recalls that Miss COPLON brought her an inexpensive 
cigarette case upon COPLON ' s return from Italy last summer. SLAVIK may have 
given COPLON a similar gift upon the occasion of COPLON' s departure for Europe. 

Miss SLAVIK expressed complete surprise at hearing the news of 
COPLON 's apprehension and alleged activities. Although she knew nothing of 
COPLON 's views on Russia or Communism, she Celt COPLON was too much of a

Miss SLAVE! is presently employed in the Office of Vocational Re- 
habilitation, Federal Security Agency as an Information Specialist under the 
supervision of W . OLIVER K INCA Ml ON. 


Miss SLAVIK is a daughter of PHILIP SLAVIK, an employee in the 
Washington Post Office, and GOLDA LONKEJ SLAVE!, who was a dentist employed 
in the Washington, D.C. Health Office until the middle 30's when she retired. 

Both of Miss SLAVIN' s parents were born in F.ussia but came to the United 
States before Miss SLAVE! v/as born and were naturalized in Washington, D.C. 
or Baltimore approximately 1920. 

Miss SLAVIN' graduated from McKinley Technical High School, Washing- 
ton in 1935 and from Wilson Normal School, Washington, in 1936. She attended 
the University of Michigan from 1936 to 1940 receiving: a Bachelor of Music Degree. 
Thereafter she gave private instruction on the piano from 1940 to 1942 as an 
associate of the Kitt Music Company in Washington, D.C. She V/as also employed ( 
in the Music Department of the National Broadcasting Corporation for a short 
time during this period. 


Thereafter Miss SLAVE! v/as employed in the Research Division of the 
Library of Congress and the Recording Laboratory of the Library of Congress 
from August, 1942 to August, 1943, the Office of Education, Federal Security 
Agency from August, 1943 to May, 1944, the War Manpower Commission from May, 
1944 to December, 1945 and in her present occupation from December, 1945 to 
date. 


Miss SLAVIN is now on special assignment engaged in radio and maga- 
zine promotion which keeps her in New York City about three-fourths of the 
time. She has been on this assignment since the middle of January, 1949 and 
while in New York has stayed at the Cornish Arms Hotels, 23th Street and _ 
Eighth Avenue. 

Miss SLAVIK advised that she has not b^en and is not now a member 
of any organization except the National Rehabilitation Association* She has

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At noon on March 9, 1949, the brother of subject JUDITH W i **,«, 
namely BERTRAM COPLON, and her attorney, BERTRAM ADAMS, personally called 
at this office. They advised that they are not sure whether JUDITH COPLON 
v/ill be making bail; that one of the considerations will be whether she 
will be afforded adequate protection in the event she is released on bail. 
Mr. COPLON advised that he and his parents have received a number of crank 
calls and letters and he wan ts to be sure that she will be safe if she were 
released on bail. He inquired whether we would afford such protection. 

I advised him that the protection of Miss COPLON, in the event she is 
released on bail, is a matter entirely wit hout our jurisdiction and we 
would be unable to take any steps whatsoever in that direction. 


Mr. COPLON then inquired whether it would be possible to arrange, 
through Mr. FOULER of the 'women's House of detention, to issue Mr. COPLON 
a "bench pass" which would enable him to interview JUDITH COPLON in more 
or less privacy and away from the hubbub which exists when persons are 
interviewed there. Mr. COPLON advised that he was sure that if we gave the 
authority, Mr. FOULER would give such a pass. Mr. ADAMS advised that it 
was not necessary for him to point out the need for such privacy during 
the interview with Miss COPLON. I advised Mr. ADAMS and Mr. COPLON that 
once JUDITH COPLON went into the Women ’s House of Detention, she was no 
longer in our custody and consequently any arrangements for such a pass 
must necessarily be made through Mr. whearty or Mr. Donegan. Mr. ADAMS 
then advised that BERTRAM COPLON and his wife would like to go to Washing- 
ton to pick up the personal belongings of JUDITH COPLON in her apartment 
in Washington. Mr. ADAMS advised that he understands the FBI has two keys, 
one to the apartment door and one to the closet, and therefore he would 
like to know if BERTRAM COPLON and his wife could get these keys so that 
they could pick up these belongings. 

I advised Mr. ADAMS 'that the FBI is the investigating agency in 
this matter and it would be necessary for him to clear with Mr. 'Whearty or 
Mr. Donegan prior to making any arrangements to pick up these belongings. 

I advised that if the Department of Justice, through Mr. vVhearty or Mr. 
Donegan, authorized the picking up of these items, undoubtedly we would 
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ma.de in Washington for them to enter the apartment. 

Discussion was also had concerning the rerouting of mail to Miss 
COPLON inasmuch as Mr. COPLON advised that there were a number of crank 
letters coming through and he did not want to worry his parents with them. 
Therefore, he would like to have the mail rerouted to his residence. Mr. 
ADAMS then spoke up and said this would be arranged through leaving a change 
of address with the Post Office in Washington, D. G.

KINGSLEY stated that 
she has been granted permission to interview COPLON personally 
for her version of the present charges against her, and intends 
to publish it tomorrow in the paper. 

I advised S.A. MENDENHALL of the situation as it existed 
up here in N.Y. C. re: the circumstances surrounding COPLON* S 
detention as well as the anonymous requests this office had received, 
as set out in mynprevious memo ‘of 6:35 pm. Also, W.F.O. was to advise 
Bureau of above. 

At 10:00 pm, RAY ’’HEARTY, Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General was advised of the Above. He said he would call House of 
Detention to see if any such permission was granted by anyone, 
since he had not been contacted. 


Later MR. WHEARTY called back and stated he had contacted 
the House of Detention for Women and learned no visitors were 
allowed except during visiting hours, 10- 11 am daily, only one 
a day to each prisioner/ Then visitors may be restricted upon 
orders of Attorney handling case. Mr. WHEARTY advised the Captain 
in Charge of the House of Detention for Women of N.Y.C., where 
COPLOM is being held, to restrict all visitors, unless approved 
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by him, and such restriction hNshM would be confirmed by letter 
tomorrow. MR. WHEARTY, when requested such approval by anyone to 
visit COPLON, will contact this office for any info we have, on 
which info he will decide whether to grant approval for any 
visitors to COPLON. Nobody has been granted permission to see 
COPLON up to this time. 

At 11:00 pm. Supervisor R.C. GODFREY at the Bureau was 
advised of the above. 

Indices check on KINGSLEY revealed reference on a 
R.J. KINGSLEY, Editor, Wayne News, Wayne, Nebraska, with rubber 
stamp notation of " American Youth Congress, Mailing List- 1941j 
N.Y. File 100-3622." Said reference not checked since so far 
name is phonetic. 
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At 6:35 PM, a call was received from a woman, who at fi rst 

refused to give her name. She spoke with anapparent Brooklyn accent. 

She stated she desired to talk to subject COPLON, that she wanted to 
surprise the subject- so did not wish to give her name, and she wanted 
to console the subject at this time since she was a former friend of 
the subject 8 s at school. She said she had called the House of Detention 
for Women, requesting to talk to subject, was told she could not t alk 
to subject since rules of that jail prevented visitors and would, have 
to get permission from the FBI. 

After repeated inquiry she gave her first name as BERTHA, but 
still refused her last name, giving the same reason as above. She 
reiterated her request for permission to talk to subject. She was told 
this office could not give such permission as subject was under the 
custody of the court. At this point BERTHA abruptly hung up. 

Thereafter, PLACIDO DUCA, Guard, Houde of Detention for Women 
was contacted (OR5-2150) and asked if he had received any such c all 
as mentioned above. He said he had received a call from an unknown 
woman (he did not ask for her name) who requested to talk to subject 
on the telephone. He refused this explaining it was against the jail's 
rules. She then asmed him if she could see the subject . He told her 
she could not under any circumstances unless it wras cleared by the FBI. 

DUCA was advised this office could not clear anybouy to see the 
subject, but such a request for visit would be submitted to the attorney 
handling the case. Duca said he understood, but felt this office may 
be interested in any persons even requesting permission to see tne 
subject. Duca added, hereaftre, he will get the identity from such 
parties malting such inquiry about subject ana transmit them to tnis 
office.

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At 11:00 AM, March 7,' 1949, ROBERT McLAUGHLIH , accountant with 
Byrnes & Baker, 19 Rector Street, Hew York City, telephone Whitehall 3—9877, 
telephonically advised the Hew York Office that he had information concerning 
subject GUBITCHEV. 


At 12:00 Eoon the writer and SA S. A. McGarr interviewed Mr. Me 
LAUGHLIU at 45 Rockefeller Plaza. 


Mr. McLAUGHLIH stated that hb is an accountant employed by the above- 
named firm and assigned to work auditing the UH contracts for excavations and 
other engineering work and in his duties he became acquainted with GUBITCHEV. 
While so employed at the UH, he had noticed GUBITCHEV at one time (date unknown) 
conferring with JOSEPH SEIE, an attorney employed by the UH doing real estate 
work. When McLAUGHLIH appeared on the scene, GUBITCHEV and SEIE broke off their 
conversation and GUBITCHEV appeared to be startled. Later, on another date, 
the identical occurrence took place. 

Mr. McLAUGHLIH stated he has no information which would cast suspicion 
on SEIE, other than the above two occasion. Mr. McLAUGHLIH said that GUBITCHEV 
is a very pleasant fellow employee at the UH but kept to himself most of the ^ 
time and did not appear to be very friendly with anyone there, and that GUBITCHEV 
appeared to be satisfied with the menial work he was performing although he was 
rated as an engineer. Part of his work was to check the trucks carting dirt and 
debris out of the excavation at 42nd Street and EirstAvenue. 


Mr. McLAUGHLIH has no further information regarding GUBITCHEV other 
than the latter stated that he was returning to Russia this summer for a trip, 
expenses being made by the UH.
